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THE BICYCLE FOR WAR. 


The bicycle appears to have obtained a strong hold on 
the affections of the French, in spite of the ridicule that 
greeted its first appearance. In 1871 one of the leading 
journals of Paris was applauded when it described a 
bicyclist as a being fit only for the lunatic asylum. Two 
years earlier an unlucky cyclist was attacked by the 
populace of Paris who broke his wheel and carried him 
to the police station charged with sorcery—and this in 
the closing third of the nineteenth century. The coun- 
trymen were equally stupid, but less ferocious. - One 
liberal-minded mayor generously permitted the passage 
of a bicycle through his town, provided it was carried in 
a wagon, and another gave like consent with the stipula- 
tion that the wheelman should be conducted by a man 
on foot. But we must not forget that the great Napo- 
leon refused to try steam, that the French ordnance 
authorities declared categorically that no gun loaded at 
the head would ever become a weapon of war, and that 
Thiers overwhelmed with biting sarcasm the early pro- 
moters of railroads, 

The Frenchman is sufficiently gullible, but if his in- 
stinct tells him that his quiet is about to be disturbed, 
he loves to clothe himself in an elegant scepticism 
which justifies his indifference or his inértia. In fact, he 
willingly puts himself on the negative side, thinking that 
it is sure to be the laughing side as well. 

In spite of prejudice the bicycle has conquered France, 
After a long struggle it was in 1887 adoptd as a means 
of communication in the French Army, so that in this 
respect the French are in advance of us. In 1892 a 
regulation was adopted in anticipation that bicycles 
inight be used by combatants. A later regulation, that of 
April 5, 1895, speaks of grouping their riders “tin detach- 
ments as scouts or rapid marching partisans,” thus 
expressly recognizing the fighting wheelman. 


The bicyclist still meets with passionate opposition 





months by two hours’ practice weekly. From March 
onward the second period of the training is to fit the man 
to have perfect control of his machine, so as to be able 
to gain the full use and advantage of it. He is thus to 
be fitted for military cycling duties during the man- 
ceuvres. Hand in hand with this work the third section 
of training—the theoretical—goes on. It relates to the 
building and repair of machines, the disposition of 
weights,” the carrying of the rifle and revolver with 
which the military bicyclist is armed, precautions to be 
taken in regard to heat and cold, the police regulations 
of various towns, and so forth. The second part of the 
instruction relates to the care and cleaning of the machine, 

During the recent military manceuvres at Aldershot, 
England, there was used for the first time a military 
bicycle which the inventor has designated as the Cyclo- 
telegraph. It is an ordinary English bicycle weaaing 
about twenty-four pounds. Attached to the rear part of 
the frame is a machine shaped like a typewriter, and a 
coil of flexible wire such as is used in incandescent light 
wiring. The typewriter is a printing telegraph invented 
for this purpose, and can be operated by any one. The 
reel contains five miles of wire, and is unwound by the 
rotation of the rear wheel of the bicycle. Extra reels of 
wire are carried, and as the first reel becomes exhausted 
the ringing of a bell notifies the rider, who dismounts 
and attaches the second reel. One bicycle can carry 
about thirty miles of wire.

from conservatives who argue from what the machines 
cannotdo, and refuse torecognize the useful réle they may 
fill, as demonstrated by the part taken by Capt Gérard, 
Lieut. Saumode, and others, in the manceuvres of 1895. 
Provisional sections of velocipedists, on that occasion, 
perfectly supplemented the cavalry in its mission of ex- 
ploration and reconnaissance. They succeeded, during 
sudden infantry engagements, in disturbing quite large 
columus of the enemy and making them lose precious 
time. On certain days they served either as protection 
to the artillery or for support to the infantry. Besides, 
these improvised fractions showed themselves marvel- 
ously apt in the ideal réle of mounted infantry which 
was many times assigned to them under pressure of cir- 
cumstances, 

To meet the objection that the bicyclist keep 
to the reads, and good roads at that, a folding bicycle 
has been invented, the use of which is illustrated by the 
cut accompanying this, taken from the “L’Avenir Mili- 
taire.” If there is a field to be crossed, the bicyclist 
dismounts, and, in fifteen seconds, folds upon his back 
his iron mount, and with carbine in hand fights as a 
light foot soldier, very moderately burdened. 

The “Reichswehr” gives account of a similar 
cycle recently under trial for the Austrian forces, which 
appears to have been adopted. It is the invention of 
Lieut. Philipp Czeipek, of the 22d Inf. Regt., and is 
manufactured by the Styria company at Graz. In gen- 
eral aspect it is a small rear-driving safety machine—its 
is a little under thirty-one pounds—with pneu-

matic tires and an ordinary saddle. 
as in the French bicyclette pliante, that one wheel closes 
upon the other, and so folded the rider can sling his 
machine upon his back and carry it without inconven- 
ience, Both his hands are free and he ean use his rifle 
without difficulty. When he desires to mount the ma- 
chine he extends it, and a bolt mechanism gives the 
necessary stability and strength. The rifle, instead of 
being slung beneath the saddle, is in a position approach- 
ing the vertical, the muzzle being fixed near the axle of 
the front wheel. 

Already they have in the German Army the Fahrrad- 
Vorschrift, or bicycle instruction, the machine used being 
a small safety with 144-inch cushion tires, one type being 
built strongly for training and the other lighter for use 
in the field. Preliminary work begins in October, so that 
before the winter comes on the man is at home on his 
machine, and his practice is kept up during the winter 


A Proof Department has been established at Balasore 
for the practical test of projectiles, fuses, ete., made 
in India, before they are passed into the service. The 
“Army and Navy Gazette” tells us that the British 
war authorities are only beginning to realize what an 
important factor the Indian native Army is. Only re- 
cently a Bombay regiment, the 24th Baluchistan, was 
summoned to East Africa to undertake a series of opera- 
tions unaided. Officers and men accepted the duty with 
enthusiasm; by them it was regarded as a high compli- 
ment. They went with the utmost cheerfulness; they 
were embarked and landed without a hitch, thanks to the 
marvelously perfect arrangements existing in India; they 
pressed forward without delay on arrival, and accom- 
plished what was expected of them; and now they are 
about to return to India with all the honors of war. 

Much progress has also been made in the armament 
of the Indian troops. The Horse and Field Artillery 
have been armed with twelve-pounder breechloading 
guns, and every encouragement is given to them in the 
way of grants of ammunition and prizes to make the 
most by good shooting of that weapon. The British In- 
fantry has been armed with the Lee-Metford magazine 
rifle, though complaint is made that the small-bore bullet 
has not, at short ranges, sufficient stopping power. Ex- 
periments have been conducted with a view to remedying 
this defect, and it is believed that the Indian Ordnance 
Department has found a complete remedy in a modifica- 
tion of the bullet. The native infantry and cavalry have 
been armed with Martini-Henry rifles and carbines in 
place of Sniders, while the Sniders returned by the 
native infantry have, after conversion into smooth bores, 
been handed over to the armed police. 

Concerning the small bore arm our contemporary tells 
us that the last testimony from Matabeleland raises the 
Martini-Henry over the Lee-Metford as a weapon for 
use in savage warfare. It says: “It may or may not 
be true that in European wars to come the .303 bore 
will be sufficient to place the wounded hors de cembat, 
but there is no doubt about the superior efficacy of the 
bullet projected from a rifle of larger caliber when sav- 
ages have to be met and stopped. It is a question, there- 
fore, whether the advantage gained by extensive range is 
worth all the trouble expended on it. A rifle that will 
carry over two miles with tolerable accuracy may be a 
marvel of mechanical skill, but without a man behind it 
who can see for that distance and shoot straight it has 
no practical value. Nearly all the fighting of soldiers 








armed with rifles has to be done at moderate ranges, and 
the more they reserve their fire until such ranges are 
reached the greater, as a rule, is their success. What 
is wanted is an undeniably effective firearm at the usual 
practical ranges. In his lecture on pistols at the Royal 
United Service Institution Col. Fosbery gave special 
emphasis to the fact that the pistol is useless unless it 
be of large caliber.” 

Some observations on the behavior of the Mauser pro- 
jectile in Cuba appear in the “Lancet,” translated from 
an article in the “Revista de Ciencios,” by Dr. Enrique 
Pedraza, a Spanish military surgeon. They confirm 
previous observations of the fact that the effect of the 
small-bore bullet is determined by the range. Dr. Pe- 
draza reasoned that such a projectile as the Mauser 
3 centimetres in length, 7 millimetres in diameter, weigh- 
ing 137 grammes, and having an initial velocity of 632 
metres per second, ought to produce a clean and minute 
wound with little hemorrhage, easy to close on the field, 
and therefore likely to heal rapidly in hospital, more 
especially as the bones would be bored rather than shat- 
tered, and as there would be little chance of foreign 
matter being introduced into the wound by the projectile 
itself. These expectations are, however, by no means 
always realized, and the first few cases of primary 
wounds from a Mauser projectile which Dr. Pedraza 
saw at Manzanillo very greatly surprised and disap- 
pointed him. With longer experience, however, he 
learned that the benign results he had expected to see 
do occur, but only when the enemy is 150 yards or more 
distant. When the patient is shot at from ten to seventy 
yards the destruction of the tissues is very great, and it 
is this that has given rise to the suspicion that explosive 
bullets were being used, especially as the orifices of en- 
trance and outlet are sometimes so small that they can 
scarcely be seen. The explanation suggested is that the 
shock which the enormous velocity of the projectile pro- 
duces on entering the soft parts causes them to behaye 
as a fluid or semi-fluid does when inclosed in a box and 
“shot through,” the hydraulic pressure bursting the 
sides, or, if an opening be left, driving a column of the 
fluid through it. As to how far any destruction of the 
projectile itself may be a contributing factor he has no 
direct evidence, but from specimens he has seen of the 
Wagner and Mannlicher projectiles after experiments 
made by Dr. Cardenal, which he showed at a lecture 
before the Cataluna Academy of Medicine, he thinks 
it probable that the projectiles do become more or less 
disintegrated when they hit at short distances. 

In striking contrast to such wounds are those pro- 
duced at 150 yards or more by the Mauser rifle. Here 
the entrance and outlet are very small, and there is but 
little evidence of internal destruction, even bones being 
tunneled through without fracture, and as aseptic treat- 
ment is possible from the first, a rapid recovery may 
usually be anticipated. Thus, in where the 
projectile entered the abdomen in the eighth intercostal 
space on the right side, passing through the stomach 
and coming out three fingers’ breadth on the left of the 
sternum, though the ninth rib was fractured and the 
patient suffered from vomiting, hamatemesis, and fever, 
he very soon improved and recovered completely. In 
another case the projectile entered the left frontal emi- 
nence, passing out by the right parotid region. The pa- 
tient suffered from concussion of the brain, ecchymosis 
of both the right eyelids, with some difficulty of vision 
of that eye, but recovered in twenty-six days.” 

If, therefore, it could be arranged that fighting should 
never oceur at less than 200 yards’ distance, the Mauser 
would, Dr. Pedraza thinks, be a most humane weapon. 
The evidence of the “henign results” of being hit with a 
small caliber projectile at long ranges will help to re- 
lieve the anxiety felt by some speculators on military 
matters lest modern armies should not be able to get 
near eneigh together to fight. It is still possible to ad- 
vance over the widely extended dangr space, but it will 
take greater pluck and resolution to do it. Thus the 
personal element will be as important a factor in the 
future as in the past. The Spaniards, with their Mau- 
sers, have not been able to defeat the Cubans with 
their machettes. though they are three to one. ‘ 

Another story, discrediting the Lee-Metford rifle, comes 
from the Transvaal. A young Boer wounded at Krueg- 
ersdorp by Jameson’s men was taken to the hospital with 
four bad Lee-Metford bullet holes in his body. One Sun- 
day morning he disappeared, and the nurses thought 
he had become delirious apd had run off to die. Later 
in the day, however, he walked in and explained that he 
had gone to church.

Now that the Fortifications bill 
Ordnance officers of the Army are anxious to secure 4 
smokeless powder for service guns. Under the direction 
of Gen. Flagler, Chief of Ordnance, some exhaustive 
tests of powder have been held at the Sandy Hook Prov- 
ing Grounds, and in the case of the Maxim powder good 
results have been secured. It has been determined t? 
hold a competitive test of smokeless powders, and with 
this object in view, the Maxim Company, the Peyton 
Company, and the Dupont Company have been directed 
to submit samples for the 3.2-inch field guns, and for the 
siege guns. The Dupont Company will submit two san 
ples, one manufactured in accordance with the formula 
used for the Navy’s smokeless powder, and the other 
ballistite. Four rapid-fire field guns will be used and will 
also undergo test at the same time—the Dashiell, Sea 
bury, Gardner and Fletcher. The samples of Maxim 
smokeless powder for the heavy guns have given some 
very good results, velocities of 2,200 feet per second with 
normal pressures having been secured in the 12-inel 
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CONGRESS AND THE SERVICES. 

Though to the ordinary traveler the glacier appears to 
he a stationary body, scientific investigation shows that 
does move, but at a rate so slow that its progress 
‘< only discovered by observations extending over years. 
Ro it is with Congressional opinion concerning the Army 
and Navy, and the increase and improvement of our mili- 
tary and naval establishments. The reaction following 
the war carried the Army so fast and so far toward the 
jismal pit of oblivion that it became a question whether 
ve should not see it reduced, as it was after the War of 
the Revolution, to less than a thousand men. The cry at 
one time to reduce it to ten thousand was loud and per- 
jstent. Since then, the tide has certainly turned in 
favor of the services, especially in favor of the Navy, 
ai though the progress in the right direction is slow, it 
i perceptible when we compare one period with another. 
That the services have fared no worse is due, in part at 
ast, as We may fairly claim, to the fact that they have 
jad a persistent advocate in the press, such as they did 
not have in former years. Members of Congress are 
close observers of public opinion. No doubt many of 
‘yom limit their observation to the home opinion which 
eats them in Congress and keeps them there, but there 
se men of larger view. We have knowledge of the fact 
that such men follow the pages of the “Army and Navy 
Journal” each week with care. If what they find there 
ios not always overbear the weight of prejudice against 

military establishment, it does, at least, modify the 
harshness of judgment that would condemn the Army 
together as a cumberer of the ground. 

One clement of opposition to the Army has been civilian 
walousy of military reputations, lest they interfere 
vith plans of political advancement and political con- 
tol. This may not have consciously influenced law- 
wakers, but it has intensified the antagonism dividing 
wen of different types of mind, viewing the same facts 
rom opposite poles. This civilian jealousy of the sol- 
or has shown itself all through our history and was 
mspicuously seen during our war with Mexico, in the 
ttempt to put Seott and Taylor into such a position that 
they would neutralize each other. It clothes itself in 
t et rtuous guise of patriotic concern lest our country 
should fall a vietim to military ambition, yet its origin 

| purpose are none the less selfish. 

As the war recedes and soldiers confine themselves 
nore closely to their natural sphere we may hope that 
there will be less fear of strengthening the Army, and 
that we may have no other argument to contend against 
than that of national economy. This has been a power- 
fularcument during the session of Congress just closing, 
jut it is possible that it will lose something of its force 
by another winter, and that with the Presidential ques- 
tion out of the way, Congress will put upon their passage 
some of the bills for the benefit of the services now upon 
the calendars of the two Houses. 

Aside from its failure to enact personnel bills for the 
Army anda Militiareorganization measure, Congress dur- 
¢ its last session treated the Military Branch of the Gov- 
cnmont in quite a fair manner. In the matter of appro- 
vriations for “fortifications and other works of defense, 
for the armament thereof, and for the procurement of 
heavy ordnance for trial and service,” the Army was 
well looked after. The “Journal” has set forth the feat- 
wes of the Fortifications bill. Under its provisions, Gen. 
‘agler has drawn up advertisements for all the ord- 
nance which it authorized, and laid the drafts before 
Secretary Lamont on Wednesday for his approval. The 
Secretary, however, left without acting on them and 
hey will probably be held up now until his return next 
ek, Gen. Flagler returned on Monday from Water- 
viet, where he inspected the arsenal and settled innu- 
nerable questions relating to the gun foundry. The 
foundry is now working full time, as the money appropr!- 
ted by the Fortifications measure became available upon 
the »pproval of the bill by the President, and, if neces- 
sry it ean do night work. The only new legislation 
rovided by the Fortifications bill, other than that 
wating to inerease in appropriations for fortifications, 
nuance, ete., is that which confers the rank of Major 
pon Ordnance Storekeeper V. McNally. 

Congress was also liberal to the Military Academy, 
naking appropriations which have pleased the authori- 

s, ind amending Section 1309, Revised Statutes., so 
sto repeal the law providing for the appointment at

When 
this penitentiary is occupied, the military reservation and 
grounds are to be restored to the control of the War 
Department. 

The Naval service failed to get as much legislation 
as the Army, although it also was treated with a liberal 
spirit. Naval officers are familiar with the new legisla- 
tion the Navy bill contains, as its provisions have been 
fully set forth in the “Journal.” One of the important 
acts for the benefit of the Navy passed during the ses- 
sion was that enacted by joint resolution, extending the 
benefits of Sections 1426 and 1573, of the Revised Stat- 
utes, to all enlisted persons in the Navy. 





MAKING ROOM FOR THE GRADUATES. 


' Two field officers have been recommended as subjects 
for examination by a Retiring Board: Col. R. E. A. 
Crofton, 15th Inf., and Maj. J. G. Turnbull, 1st Art. 
The recommendations are made by the Post Surgeons 
stationed at the posts where these officers are located, 
Fort Sheridan and Fort Hamilton. The recommendations 
are approved by Maj. Gens. W. Merritt and Ruger and 
by Gen. Miles. Both cases are now before Secretary 
Lamont for consideration. These recommendations re- 
sult from the recent instructions issued by Secretary 
Lamont with a view to making vacancies for the West 
Point Graduates. The other officers recommended to 
undergo examinations before retiring boards are all be- 
low field rank. It is understood, however, that there is 
another artillery field officer who may be ordered before 
a retiring board...’ 

The disability in Col. Crofton’s case is reported to be 
rheumatism, and in the case of Maj. Turnbull deafness. 
Col. Crofton’s case is exciting particular interest because 
of the Secretary of War’s reported intention to urge the 
President to retire him when he reached his sixty-seond 
birthday next December. Secretary Lamont will proba- 
bly take his time in passing upon the recommendations, 
as there is no necessity for haste in making vacancies, 
as graduates cannot now be assigned to them until Con- 
gress convenes, 

On the day of the graduation of the cadets from the 
Military Academy, and the adjournment of Congress, 
sixteen vacancies existed in the line of the Army, which 
can be utilized for this year’s class. Any further vacan- 
cies which may occur between now and the convening of 
Congress cannot, of course, be filled. The result of this 
will be that fifty-six cadets will have to be assigned as 
additions. The vacancies existing at present are dis- 
tributed as follows: Cavalry.—One each in the 1st, 3d, 
4th, 5th. 9th and 10th, and two in the 2d. Infantry— 
One each in the 7th, 10th, 11th, 15th, 18th, 20th, 22d and 
23d.  Artillery—None. Engineer Corps.—None. The 
assignment of only two graduates to the Engineer Corps 
was a disappointment to Gen. Craighill. He expected 
that at least five cadets would be assigned. It is under- 
stood that he has called the attention of Secretary La- 
mont to the inadequacy of the Academic Board’s recom- 
mendation and has suggested the advisability of detail- 
ing more of the graduates than the board allowed. The 
Secretary now has the matter under consideration and it 
is expected that he will make a change in the board’s 
recommendation so as to permit of the assignment of 
about five graduates to Gen. Craighill’s corps. There is 
precedent for such a course and the hope is prevalent 
that he will adopt it. 

It is understood that Col. Crofton was advised some 
time ago that his application for retirement would be 
granted by the President. He does not take kindly to 
the proposition to retire him for disability, and is re- 
ported to ascribe Maj. Lippincott’s action in making it 
to personal hostility. But Gen. Merritt is quoted as say- 
ing: “Before I took command a year ago Col. Crofton 
was a very sick man, and his life was despaired of. From 
the report I get from the physicians they do not seem 
to think that he would be able to take part in an active 
campaign, if the occasion should require. I have been 
very thorough in my investigations as to officers who are 
physically unable to engage in active service, and Col. 
Crofton is only one who is on the doubtful list.”” Maj. 
Lippincott made his report in obedience to a Department 
order to report the names of such officers as were physic- 
ally disqualified for active service that they might be re- 
tired. The illness spoken of by Gen. Merritt was an ul- 
cerated inflammation of the lower right leg, upon which 
several operations were performed with very satisfactory 
results. For a time he had to wear an elastic stocking. 


CHANGES OF STATIONS ORDERED. 

The long expected movement of troops was decided and 
ordered on Thursday last. Immediately upon his return 
to Washington on Monday afternoon, Secretary Lamont 
began the consideration of Gen. Miles’ recommendations 
looking to the transfer of regiments. Prior to his de- 
parture for Seabright, N. J., last week he had practically 
prepared a slate which involved the change of stations 
of six regiments. Further consideration of the matter, 
however, induced him to change the plan and the result 
was the exchange of stations of the 2d and 22d Regi- 
ments of Infantry and the issuance of orders directing 
the transfer of two companies of the 11th Infantry to 
garrison the new post at Little Rock, Ark. 

When the Secretary left Washington on Wednesday 
evening, it was still an open question what orders would 
be issued. He had been in conference with several of 
the officials of the Department during the day, and even 
they were confident that the changes to take place 
would be more numerous than were finally decided upon. 
As it is understood, the Secretary had two alternative 
propositions under consideration—the movements which 


were actually made and the transfer of the 2d, 4th, 15th, 
16th, 22d and 24th Regiments. The matter was left to 
Gen. Miles, who was in Boston, and who was telegraphed 
in regard to it. The result was the issuance of orders 
for the changes noted. 

The Department telegraphed to the several depart- 
ments in which the troops transferred were loeated, di- 
recting the Department commanders to issue orders for 
the proposed changes, The selection of the two com- 
panies of the 11th Infantry to be moved is left entirely to 
the discretion of Gen. Wheaton, commanding the De- 
partment of the Colorado. They will go by rail to Little 
Rock, and occupy the post there. When there are suffi- 
cient quarters for other troops it is expected that the re- 
mainder of the regiment will betransferred to that station. 
The post at Little Rock has not yet been named. It is 
thought, however, that its christening will occur within 
a few weeks. No name has yet been selected, but it is 
stated by Department officials that it will be honored 
by being named after some of the renowned Generals 
of American history. 

The 22d Infantry, which is to be changed, will go to 
Fort Crook, the new post near Omaha, Neb. The 2d 
will be distributed among Forts Keogh, Harrison and 
Yates. The old reservation at Omaha will not again be 
used, in all probability, by Government troops. 

The prospects are slim for any further changes this 
summer, Secretary Lamont, it is understood, had on 
hand about $150,000 more than sufficient to pay the 
expenses of the transportation of the troops named. The 
depleted Treasury is said to be one of the reasons why 
more changes were not ordered. The slate, modified 
by the elimination of the 2d and 22d Infantries, may be 
heard from next fall, when movements will again in all 
probability receive consideration at the hands of the 
Department. 





Secretary Lamont returned to Washington on Tuesday 
last, from Seabright, N. J., where he was called a week 
previous by the serious illness of his father-in-law, and 
immediately commenced the consideration of the business 
which has accumulated in his absence. He saw the 
several Bureau chiefs of his Department, among them 
yens. Craighill and Flagler, the former with regard to 
the River and Harbor law and the Fortifications law, and 
the latter with regard to the Fortifications act. Both of 
these officers have been engaged in completing the pre- 
liminary work necessitated by the acts referred to and 
have discussed with the Secretary what they have ac- 
complished. It was reported early in the week that it 
was the intention of the President to refuse to permit 
the carrying out of the provision of the River and Har- 
bor act on the ground of insufficient national funds. Sec- 
retary Lamont said this was untrue. The surveys will 
be commenced as early as practicable, and he hoped to 
push the work as fast as consistent with good results, 
In addition to his work in connection with the River and 
Harbor law, Gen. Craighill and his assistants have been 
busily engaged getting up specifications and forms of 
contracts for work authorized by the Fortifications law. 
Gen. Flagler has also been busy in this connection and 
both officers have their work in a well-advanced stage. 
Advertisements for engineering and ordnance will, it is 
expected, be published within the next few weeks. Sec- 
retary Lamont has also been discussing Army funds with 
the Quartermaster General. In order to utilize the money 
left unexpended belonging to the transportation fund and 
the miscellaneous appropriation yet available, the trans- 
fers, to take place this summer, will have to be ordered 
before July 1. Gen. Miles is now on a tour of the New 
England posts, and is not expected to return to Wash- 
ington until June 27. He has made his recommenda- 
tions in the matter of changes of stations, however, and 
being in communication with the War Department by 
telegraph, the Secretary can consult him should he desire 
further suggestion. 


No time is being lost in pushing repair work on 
ships, now that money is available. In addition to 
docking and cleaning all the ships of the North Atlantic 
squadron, the Secretary of the Navy has telegraphed to 
the commandant of the Mare Island Navy Yard direct- 
ing him to resume work on the five vessels lying at 
Mare Island. These ships are the Baltimore, Benning- 
ton, Concord, Petrel and Ranger, and they will soon be 
joined by the Charleston, which is in need of repairs, 
and also by the Alert. The Charleston is now on her 
way to Mare Island from the Asiatic station, where she 
will be placed out of commission, and the Alert is on 
her way north from the Isthmian coast. Under the 
Naval Appropriation law an appropriation of $300,000 
for repair work is made immediately available. The 
bulk of this will be expended in getting the vessels 
at Mare Island ready for sea. The authorities desire 
the completion of the Baltimore as early as possible 
particularly for the reason that she is wanted to fly the 
flag of the Admiral of the Pacific station, the Philadel- 
phia being in need of repairs. The usual statement is 
made by Navy Department officials that there is nothing 
extraordinary which requires the completion of repairs 
on the vessels at the Mare Island. The authorities do 
not care to have them lying around the Navy Yard 
longer than is necessary, and it is for this reason that 
the work on them will be pushed. In any event it is 
regarded as rather a singular fact that the authorities 
are making strenuous efforts to have every vessel in the 
service, and even some of those under construction, 
ready in all respects for sea by the latter part of the 
summer. Orders have been issued by the Navy De- 
partment directing the order of completion of the vessels 
undergoing repairs at the Mare Island Navy Yard. The 
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Bennington and Thetis, being in commission, will be the 
first completed. Then will follow the Baltimore, Petrel, 
Concord, Ranger, Mohican, Hartford and Charleston 
in the order named. The Charleston is now en route to 
the United States from China. It is expected that 
when the Bennington is completed, she will be ordered to 
the Asiatic station. 

It is rumored at the War Department that there are to 
be further changes of troops after July 1. It is said on 
high authority, however, that the rumor is groundless. 


The Empress of Russia has been appointed Honorary 
Colonel of the 2d Regiment of Prussian Dragoon Guards. 
The regiment will in future be called “The Empress 
Alexandra of Russia’s 2d Regiment of Dragoon Guards.” 





Among the Major Generals of the British Army is one 
J. B. Richardson, who is remarkable as the o officer 
of his rank who has no medals, yet he is fifty-eight years 
old, has seen forty-one years of active service, and is a 
soldier of high reputation. 


Reports of the inspections of colleges are coming in 
rapidly at the office of the Inspector General of the 
Army, and all are expected before July 1. Brig. Gen. 
Breckinridge, Inspr. Gen., went to Chester, Pa., the 
early part of, last week and inspected the Pennsylvania 
Military College there. 


The “Scientific American” offers a premium of $250 
for the best essay, not exceeding 2,500 words, upon the 
progress of invention during the past fifty years. Papers 
must be handed in by June 20, and the essay will appear 
in the Special Anniversary Number of the “Scientific 
American” of July 25. 


All foreigners residing in Prussia are required by new 
regulations to show by June 20 to the police in the dis- 
trict in which they live satisfactory papers of identifica- 
tion, giving an account of their military service, their 
social relations, business career, etc., and stating whether 
or not they are possessed of independent means. 

The “North American Review” for June opens with 
a most suggestive and practical paper by Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie, entitled “The Ship of State Adrift,” in which 
he points out the deterioration since 1890 of the United 
States in national wealth and commercial prosperity, 
and in plain, logical, and convincing statements shows 
why such a state of things exists. 


An order issued by Col. Hawkins, commanding Fort 
Leavenworth, restricting fishing in Merritt Lake to cer- 
tain persons who own rights resulting from the expendi- 
ture of money in stocking the lake with fish, is described 
by the “Kansas City Times” as a new departure, in that 
it lays down a rule that property rights can be secured 
on a military reservation by private parties. 

Collision with a freight train wrecked a French mili- 
tary train on the single line between Oran and Algiers 
on the night of Sunday, May 10, in which two companies 
of the 2d Regiment of Algerian Rifles were being con- 
veyed from Mostaganem to Algiers, where they were 
to embark for Madagascar. Comdr. Lagarde, in com- 
mand of the detachment, was killed on the spot, being 
almost decapitated, and there were other casualties, 


Field-Marshal the Duke of Cambridge, a Guards 
General as well as Commander-in-Chief for nearly forty 
years, received the salute of the Guards at the trooping 
of the color on the Queen’s Birthday. Recently ‘Field- 
Marsha) the Prince of Wales appeared in front at the 
march past and received the salute, thus solving a 
problem of considerable difficulty, which had caused 
friction in and beyond Pall Mall. 


Maj. Gen. Miles, commanding the Army, will make an 
inspection tour of the posts of the Northeast this sum- 
mer. Accompanied by Capt. F. Michler, his aide, it is 
understood that he will leave Washington about the 
middle of June and go to Portland, Me., where he will 
make an inspection of Fort Preble. Returning, he will 
stop at Boston and will then return to Army Headquar- 
ters. Early in July it is expected that he will inspect 
Fort Ethan Allen and some of the posts in northern 
New York. 


Commo. Sicard has been compelled to intervene in the 
Bowles-Sperry controversy. t is understood that 
Constr. Bowles has made application to Sperry for the 
holts produced in evidence before the court of inquiry 


in order that he might proceed with the work. Comdr. 
Sperry declines to let him have them. Commo. Sicard 
accordingly found it necessary to interevene. He di- 


rected Comdr. Sperry to grant Constr. Bowles’ request 
and work on the Puritan is now proceeding. ‘ 


Paymr. Gen. Stanton has rendered an opinion holding 
that if a soldier deserted prior to March 16, under the 
laws and regulations then in force, he forfeited the right 
to draw the allowance provided for by Sections 1281 and 
1282, Revised Statutes, which forfeiture remains opera- 
tive during the remainder of his enlistment; and as when 
the act of March 16 took effect he had no prospective 
increase of pay predicated on the statutes cited, he 
could not receive after March 16, during the remainder 
of his enlistment, the sum which otherwise would have 
accrued in the third, fourth and fifth years: 


Congratulations are being extended to Capt. V. 
MeNally, Ordnance Storekeeper and Assistant to Gen. 
Ilagler, as a provision in the Army Fortifications law 
gives the President authority to confer upon him the 
rank of Major. Capt. MeNally is a genial, hardworking 
officer, thoroughly deserving of the increased rank. His 
superior officers have often made, in the hearing of the 
“Journal” correspondent, flattering comments upon his 
work and attention to duty. Some question has arisen 
as to whether or not Capt. McNally, when he gets his 
promotion, will be entitled to the pay of the grade. 
Numerous precedents are cited showing that pay goes 
with rank. 


The Spanish residents of New Orleans held a meeting 
June 14, with Narceso Perez Petruli, the Spanish Con- 
sul, presiding, and an association was organized to assist 
Spain to increase her Navy. Attention was called to 
the fact that a similar committee had just been organ- 
ized in Mexico, and it was announced that other commit- 
tees would be organized in all American cities where 
there is a large Spanish population. The committee at once 
started a plan of subscription, each signer agreeing to 
give a stated sum each month for a period of ten years. 
The sanguine estimate that under this plan $50,000,000 
ought to be raised in the Americas during the next ten 
years, 


In a Memorial Day address at Fort Reno, Chaplain 
J. W. Hillman said; “ I do not believe it would be pos- 





sible to find anywhere in the world a body of men more 
generous, fair and kindly disposed in thought and action 
toward former foes than the old soldiers of the late war, 
both North and South. I sometimes think that in fra- 
ternal feeling, in generous recognition of the worth of 
antagonists, and in readiness to come together under 
one banner, they have proved far more Christian than 
some of the churches, which still maintain their old 
divisions on war issues. May God bless them for setting 
an example to the churches in such glorious reunions as 
they have held at Gettysburg and Chattanooga.” 


The following are given as samples of questions at a 
recent French military examination: “You are quar- 
tered in a town in which there is a menagerie. A lion 
escapes and runs through the streets. What would you 
do?’ The correct answer was that the officer would 
first of all proceed to a butcher’s shop and procure a 
large piece of beef. Then, accompanied by four crack 
shots, he would sally forth in search of the wild beast, 
to which, when found, he would present the meat. 
While the lion was devouring the beef the four marks- 
men would each put a bullet into the animal, and all 
would be over. ere is another question. “You have 
requisitioned oxen, sheep, and goats for a campaign in 
the Alps. What precautions do you adopt?” The only 
answer accepted was that the office would also requisi- 
tion a number of large knives to enable the troops to cut 
up the meat. 

Congresman MeMillin made a philosophical observation 
in the committee room of the Committee on Ways and 
Means the other day that made a profound impression 
on those who heard it. It is Chairman Dingley’s prac- 
tice—and, in fact, of a majority of members of Congress 
—to fill vacancies at West Point and Annapolis with ap- 
pointees determined by competitive examination. Com- 
menting on this practice, Mr. McMillin said: “I used to 
appoint the boys who made the best records in competi- 
tive examinations, but I don’t do it any more. I now 
make my appointments from among those whom I know 
personally. After a great deal of experience I have 
never known it to fail that the boys who made the best 
record at examinations never distinguished themselves 
in the Military or Naval School, while the boys whom I 
appointed from personal choice: have never failed to 
do so.” 


Mr. Theodore Roosevelt, in a recent letter to the presi- 
dent of the R. A. and N. U., in reply to a request to give 
preference to all honorably discharged soldiers and sail- 
ors for appointments where every other requirement is 
met by applicant, said: “The Board of Police desires me 
to state that hitherto every man who has been honorably 
discharged from the Army or Navy, and who has passed 
our examinations, has been appointed, and we are well 
pleased thus far with the character of the men. _ No 
matter what our disposition may be, we are bound by 
the letter of the law as to preferences. If your men 
come under the provisions of the law they shall have 
the benefits prescribed therein: if not, we cannot give 
them the preference. As a matter of fact, all the ex- 
soldiers and ex-sailors who have applied and have passed 
the examinations have been appointed. We are de- 
lighted to have as many as possible, as they make good 
officers.” 


The old American superstition that the assassination of 
rulers was the result, and the necessary result, of des- 
potic government, receives a rude shock when we note 
the fact that the United States in its brief history has 
had its full share of such crimes, and during the present 
century more Presidents have been killed than kings or 
emperors. There have been eighteen assassinations of 
rulers during the century, and within the past thirty 
vears two Presidents of the United States, Abraham 
Lincoln in 1865, and James A. Garfield in 1881, have 
been shot by assassins. More recently T'resident Carnot, 
of the French Republic, was killed by an Italian in the 
city of Lyons. Earlier in the century Capodistrias, the 
President of the provisional Greek Republic, was killed 
at Nauplia, and the establishment of a monarchy in 
Greece followed soon after. The President of the repub- 
lic of Hayti was assassinated in 1859: Col. Balta, Presi- 
dent of Peru, in 1872: Moreno, President of Ecuador, 
in the same year, and his suecessor, Guttierez, in 1873. 
This list does not exhaust the number of presidents of 
republics, either in the Eastern or Western hemisphere. 


Secretary Herbert says that the President is empow- 
ered to issue gunboat commissions to officers whose pro- 
motion has been delayed on account of the Reed case. 
which cannot be acted upon before the adjournment of 
Congress. It has been questioned whether the President 
has authority to fill vacancies during a recess of Con- 
gress when they occurred while that body was in ses- 
sion. Secretary Herbert says, however, that the Presi- 
dent can award “gunboat commissions” to officers upon 
promotion, although the latter will not be entitled to the 
pay which these commissions call for: nor will they be 
until the Senate has confirmed their nominations to the 
grade which contains the vacancies which they tempo- 
rarily fill. He also stated that all vacancies now exist- 
ing in the line are for the Naval Academy graduates. 
The importance of this opinion will be appreciated when 
it is understood that in the neighborhood of twenty-five 
officers and about thirty cadets are affected. It was the 
intention of the Department. had it heen decided that 
the vacancies could not be filled, to place a number of 
line cadets in the Engineer Corps and to discharge about 
nine for whom no vacancies would have existed. 


It can be stated on high authority that Rear Adml. 
Ramsay will not go to sea unless there should be 
some unforeseen development necessitating it. Secre- 
tarv Herbert desires him to remain as Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation during the remainder of his term 
of office, which will carry Adml. Ramsay to within a 
month of retirement. The Secretary considers the 
Admiral a most valuable officer for the nosition he holds. 
He has conducted the affairs of his Department with 
obility and vigor and his work has thoroughly pleased 
Secretary Herbert. It has been reported that the Ad- 
miral would either relieve Rear Adml. Bunce or Rear 
Adml. Beardslee. It can be stated positively that there 
is no intention on the part of the authorities to relieve 
Adml. Bunce at the present time. Rear Adml. Beards- 
lee’s tour of sea duty expires in August. It is understood 
that he desires to be retained in his present billet and 
has so intimated to the Department. It is possible that 
his wishes may be disregarded and that he may he 
relieved. Adml. Ramsay’s application for sea duty will 
be passed over by Secretary Herbert. Commo. John A. 
Howell recently applied for the command of the Pacific 
station upon the relief of Adml. Beardslee, but he was 
given the command of the League Island Navy Yard, 
and will remain there. Commo. George Dewey is being 
spoken of in connection with the Pacific station.

A. A. H.—Can the commanding officer of a regiment 
order a non-commissioned officer before an examining 
hoard as to his qualifications after receiving his warrants 
according to the State Regulations of 1895? Answer— 
If the non-commissioned officer holds his warrant at the 
pleasure of the commanding officer, as is generally the 
case, he may send him before an examining board or 
reduce him to the ranks, for cause, at any time. Unless 
the Illinois State Regulations expressly prohibit it, the 
commanding officer may require his non-commissioned 
oficers to be examined as to their qualifications and 
proficiency as often as he deems it necessary. 

J. ©. C. asks when there will be a West Point Cadet 
vacancy in the district in which Omaha, Nebraska, is 
situated. Answer—1899. 

I’. M. asks where he can get the calls for the bugle 
used on a warship. Answer.—The calls are published 
in the Infantry and Artillery Drill Regulations, which

fk. asks: Marching in column of fours, can fours right 
about be given towards the file closers? If yes, what 
do the guide and file closers do? Answer.—Yes. The 
file closers wheel about at the same time as the fours 
wheel, maintaining their proper distance from the col- 
umn. The guides wheel about and take position at 44 
inches distance from the column on the flank opposite 
the file closers. File closers do not pass through the 
column 

G. H. Q. asks: A company marching company front in 
double time, if the command left turn is given, does the 
left four take the quick time and the remaining fours 
continue in double time until they arrive on line, or does 
the whole company continue in double time, the left four 
taking a short step until the other fours come on line? 
Auswer.—The company turns as a company and upon 
the same principle as the turn in quick time. D. R., par. 
141 There is no observance of a “four” in marching 
in company front. 

I’. A. V. writes: Par. 220 interpretations read: Chiefs 
of platoons should repeat such commands as forward, 
fours right, column right, halt, ete. The command, 
march, in pars. 234, 235 and 236, is a command to be 
immediately executed by a platoon, and is therefore 
repeated by its chiefs. In par. 221 interpretations, be- 
ginning on the fourth line, reads: The first platoon 
begins to turn at the command march, given by the chief 
of platoon, which he should give immediately after the 
Captain. Par. 234 interp. read: The chief of the first 
platoon repeats the command march (par. 220), and when 
his guide has advanced platoon distance in the new di- 
rection, commands platoon halt. My idea on these in- 
terpretations is this: (1) That you intend to have chiefs 
of platoons omit the command march when movements 
by platoons are executed simultaneously; also (2) At 
the command right by platoons, given by the Captain, do 
the men come to the right shoulder when at the order? 
also (3) In what other movements would this apply? 
ils» (4), Is not the radius of a movable pivot (par. 200, 
maiching in column of fours to change direction), “quick 
time” near 70 inches, or, six or seven 10-inch steps at 
pivet? also (5) In right forward, fours right, march, is 
it not allowable for the right guide to lengthen his step 
ind slightly hasten the cadence in order to reach his 
post in front of No. 4, 44 “inch” in order so that the 
first set of fours do pot take more than three or four 
short steps, which movement always conflicts with the 
second set of fours, should they be detained by the 2d 
Sergeant? Answer.—(1) Your asumption is correct. 
(2) Yes. (3) All movements where the march is taken 
up from a halt, except where the trail is particularly 
directed. (4) The radius of the circle described by the 
pivot man would be a little more than half the front of 
the four. It can easily be calculated from the length of 
step taken by the pivot man, 10 inches; marching flank, 
30 inches; and the number of inches that the squad 
front occupies. (5) During the three or four short steps 
taken by the leading four, the guide must get to his pro- 
per place. The four does not wait for him. 

C.—The law directs that “No enlisted man discharged 
by order of the Secretary of War for disability caused 
by his own misconduct shall be entitled to the travel 
allowances provided for in Section 1,290, Rev. Stat.

INQUIRER.—Application for admission on the school- 
ship St. Mary’s must be made in writing to the chairman 
of the Executive Committee on Nautical School, Hall 
of the Board of Education, 146 Grand street, New 
York City, or in person to the superintendent, on board 
the St. Mary’s, at the foot of Twenty-eighth street, 
East River. Candidates must be between the ages of 
sixteen and twenty years, of average size, sound con- 
stitution, and be of good character, and enter of their 
own free will. They must be able to pass a satisfactory 
examination in spelling, reading, writing and arithmetic. 
They must have either a parent or guardian, residing 
in the City of New York, to sign the necessary papers. 
The sum of $30 is required to be paid on admission to 
defray the expense of uniform and bedding, etc., during 
the two years’ course. The winter school term ends 
April 1, when a ten days’ vacation is given; upon their 
return the students rig and prepare the ship for the 
summer’s cruise, which practically begins about April 
20, when the ship leaves the dock and goes into Long 
Island Sound. About one month is spent there, in prac- 
tical exercises, to teach the students to handle the ship 
preparatory to the trip abroad. The ship then proceeds 
to sea on her foreign cruise, usually touching at some of 
the following ports: The Azore Islands. Southampton, 
England; Cherbourg, France; Lisbon, Portugal; Cadiz, 
Spain; Gibraltar, and the Madeira Islands. Returning 
so as to arrive in the United States about the last of 
August. The rest of the summer is spent in practical 
exercises in the Sound until the middle of October, when 
the vessel returns to the dock in the city. A leave is 
then given until the 1st of November, while the ship is 
being prepared for the winter’s school term, which com- 
mences Noy. 1. While at the dock in the city a _por- 
tion of the time only will be devoted to professional 
studies, most of it being devoted to common 
school branches, viz: Geography, history of the 
United States, English grammar, arithmetic, algebra 
and theoretical navigation. They will at the same time 
become accustomed to life on board ship and have such 
practical exercises that will fit them for their summer’s 
cruise.

CAPTAIN JOHN G. BOURKE. 

A Philadelphia correspondent, referring to the late 
Capt. J. G. Bourke, 3d Cav., writes: “I knew him well 
for years, have read his books with great pleasure and 
profit, and nothing too good in his praise could be said. 
(ol. Furey accompanies the remains to Arlington Ceme- 
tery, Washington, and Mrs. Bourke goes also. She s 
hwon here in all his sickness, watching over him and min- 
istering to his wants like a good angel.” Paymr. Gen. 
Staunton is quoted as saying: “IT have known Capt. 
Rourke since 1871. His mind was stored with knowledge 
of the Western country and its people, including the In- 
lians, to a greater extent, perhaps, than any other officer 
ofthe Army. We have always been the warmest friends. 
Lhave hundreds of his letters, written while he was serv- 
ing with Crook. I have carefully preserved them, and 
some day, if I have time, I intend to edit them, together 
with letters from Gen. Crook, covering the period of 
lis Indian campaign. Capt. Bourke’s letters contain a 
vast amount of valuable information on all sorts of sub- 
ects, and would make an interesting yublication. Mr. 
David Fitzgerald, Librarian of the War Department, 
who was one of Capt. Bourke’s intimate friends, says: 
Capt. Bourke was a man whom to know was to love 
ind admire, one of the bravest of soldiers, a_kind hus- 
land, a good father and a devoted friend. He was a 
staneh, steadfast friend, and I, who knew him for many 
ears, was both proud of and flattered by his friendship. 
lle was possessed of a rare ability, was a deep thinker, 
and in aetual warfare would have been an undoubted 
nd courageous leader, He was a good Spanish scholar, and 
vas attached to the Pan-American Congress when it 

around the country, and at the World’s Fair at 
Chicago he had charge of the convent of ‘La Rabida. 

“\s the old farmer said, sorrowfully, when gazing upon 

the dead body of the renowned Daniel Webster, “The 


earth will be very lonely without ye, Dan’l,’ the early 
leath of John G. Bourke will cause many who knew him 
to be lonesome without him. To the lonely widow and 


the three little orphan girls he leaves behind him all our 
hearty sympathy goes forth. May He who tempers the 
vind to the shorn lamb sustain them; and as for him, 
ow, we ean only say, ‘Sit tibi terra levis.’ ” 

The late Capt. John G. Bourke, 3d Cay., was well 
n in Omaha, Neb. Of him the “Bee” says: “His 
lighting qualities were equaled only by his writing quali. 
ties. Tle understood not merely the art of war, but was 
i deep student of aboriginal lore and Indian history. 
I men have contributed more toward our scientific 
knowledge of the redman, his habits, language and char- 
teristics, than Capt. Bourke. His contributions to 
riodieal literature and his narrative books rank among 
the ablest literary productions. In recognition of his 
‘ecial aequirements as a linguist and student of Span- 
sh-American history, he was honored by President Har- 
tison with the detail and general charge of the valuable 





Vatican exhibit and Spanish royal collections of Colum- 
bus relics at the World’s Fair. Capt. Bourke’s rare 
accomplishments as an ofticer and litterateur were coupled 
with a genial, whole-souled disposition that endeared 
him to every one’ who came in contact with him and 
made him the most companionable of men. A distin- 
guished British officer once paid him the compliment of 
surpassing Mark Twain as an entertaining conversatjon- 
alist. It seems a sad commentary upon our military 
system that a man of his stamp and capacity should 
remain for fourteen years without promotion or sub- 
stantial reward for services faithfully performed and die 
with the rank of Captain, that had been conferred upon 
him in 1882.”

RECENT DEATHS. 

Capt. Stephen W. Quackenbush, U. 8. M. C., who 
died June 13 at the Marine Barracks, Brooklyn, N. Y., 
from the effects of a surgical operation, was a son of the 
late Rear Adml. Quackenbush, U. 8S. N., and a son-in- 
law of Rear Adml. Kirkland. He leaves a wife and 
child. The deceased officer had an excellent record of 
service. He was appointed a 2d Lieutenant of the Ma- 
rine Corps in 1869, and attained the grade of Oaptain 


in 1892. He was then assigned to the Newark, and 
detailed Fleet Marine Oflicer of the South Atlantic sta- 
tion, which he held until Oct. 11, 1895, when he was 
detailed to duty at the New York Navy Yard. 

The funeral services of Capt. Quackenbush took place 
on Monday at his late residence, the Marine Barracks, 
Brooklyn, N. Y. he prayers of the Church were read, 
followed by a few eloquent words of tribute by Rev. 
lather Nash, in the presence of the Captain’s family, 
after which the remains were escorted to the Navy Yard 
steamer by full military escort en route to Washington, 
ID. C., accompanied by his bereaved family. At Wash- 
ington the cortége was met by a guard of Marines acting 
as pall-bearers. The remains were conveyed to Oa 
Hill Cemetery, where, after a short but feeling service 
by Chaplain Iather Rainey, U. S. N., and last sad taps 
on the bugle, they were interred. Capt. Quackenbush 
was born in Albany, N. Y., forty-six years ago. He was 
a grandson of the late Hon. Deodatus Wright, of Albany, 
Me 2 He received his appointment as 2d Lieutenant 
of Marines on his twentieth birthday, and was the rank- 
ing ollicer of his age in iis corps. Capt. Quackenbush 
leaves a widow, daughter of Rear Adml. Wm. A. Kirk- 
land, U. S. N.; a mother residing in Washington, D. C.; 
a sister, the wife of Lieut. Comdr. Perry Garst, U. 8. N.; 
and a brother, Mr. John Quaekenbush. 

Gen, Alexander 8. Diven, a veteran of the late war, 
passed quietly away early on the morning of June 11, 
at his country seat, “‘Willowbrook,” at Kimira, N. Y. 
The deceased was born at Watkins, N. Y., Feb. 10, 1809, 
and during his long and honorable life played a promi- 
nent part as statesman, patriot and soldier. Passing 
over his early years, devoted to the study of law, he 
made his first entrance in public life as District Attor- 
ney for Allegheny County, about the year 1842. He 
was one of the founders of the Republican party, and 
in 1858 and 1859 served as State Senator, elected by the 
Republicans of his district. At the breaking out of the 
rebellion Gen. Diven was elected to the Thirty-seventh 
Oongress and served with distinction, but resigned his 
seat, returning to Klmira to assist in raising the 107th 
New York Volunteers. He went to the front with his 
regiment and took a distinguished part with it at the 
battle of Antietam, Md. After that battle he was pro- 
moted to Colonel of the regiment, serving with it in the 
field and leading his regiment gallantly at the battle of 


Chancellorville, Va. Shortly after this action he re- 
signed his commission as Colonel of the 107th 
New York Volunteers, receiving an appointment 
as Asst. Adjt. Gen. U. 8S. Vols., with the rank 
of Major. August 30, 1864, he was breveted 
Brigadier General for distinguished services and 
assigned by the President as Provost Marshal Gen-- 


eral for the Western District of New York, and subse- 
quently appointed to the command of the Northern and 
Western districts of the State, with headquarters at 
Elmira. It was at the most critical period of the 
war that these duties devolved upon him, but he con 
ducted the affairs of his command with exceptional abil- 
ity, receiving frequently the commendation of his super- 
iors. With the close of the war Gen. Diven retired 
from the Army and devoted himself to civil pursuits, 
especially in connection with the construction of railroads 
and other important enterprises. Gen. Diven is survived 
by two sons and three daughters, the youngest, Mra. 
Liscum, the wife of Col. Emerson H. Liscum, of the 
24th Inf., U. S. A. 

Capt. Robert Burnett Smith, whose death we noticed 
last week, was present and took part in the following 
battles and engagements: Siege of Yorktown, Gaines’s 
Mills, Malvern Hill, Petersburg, Mine Explosion, Wel- 
don Railroad, Poplar Grove Church, Chapel House, 
W. W. Davis’s House, Virginia. 

William P. Bennett, Judge of Probate Court of Cass 
County, father of P. A. Bngr. F. M. Bennett, U. 8. N., 
and of the wife of Lieut. Douglas Rohen, U. 8. N., retired, 
died at Cassopolis, Mich., June 11, 1896. 

Sergt. Maj. M. Harrington, U. S. Marine Corps, a 
veteran of over thirty years’ service, died June 9, in the 
Naval Hospital, Washington, D. C., of pneumonia, and 
was buried with full military honors June 10. 

Dr. Arthur Beach, a prominent physician of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., who died at his home in that city, June 11, was a 
brother of Capt. W. D. Beach, 3d U. 8. Cav., on duty 
at Fort Leavenworth. The deceased was prominently 
identified with many public organizations and leaves a 
large circle of frieuds to mourn his loss. 


Mrs. Mary A. Livingston, who died June 6 in New 
York City, was the widow of Rear Adml. John W. Liv- 
ingston, U, 8. N., who died in New York, Sept. 10, 1885. 

Capt. Walter W. R. Fisher, Asst. Surg., U. 8. A., who 
died at Fort Meade June 8, was a Virginian, and was 
appointed Assistant Surgeon, U. 8. A., Dee. 8, 1888. He 
attained the grade of Captain Dee. 3, 1888. The de- 
ceased officer was a genial and cultivated gentleman and’ 
an efficient Surgeon. He had many friends in the vicin- 
ity of New York, having been stationed for some time at 
Governors Island. He leaves a widow, who is the 
daughter of Judge Churehill, of Oswego, N. Y.

GALLERY AMMUNITION—HORSE SHOES—CAVALRY BIT. 
G. 0. 23, H. Q. A., A. G. 0., June 13, 1896. 


By direction of the Acting Secretary of War, the fol- 
lowing is published to the Army for the information and 
guidance of all concerned: 

1. Gallery Practice Ammunition.—The charge of black 
small arms powder for gallery practice with the U. 
magazine rifle, caliber .3U (see pamphlet, “List of Decap- 
ping and Cleaning Tools, caliber .30,” etc., dated Office of 
the Chief of Ordnance, U. S. Army, Jan. 31, 1895), will 
hereafter be 5, instead of 20 grains. Hand reloading 
chargers to contain the 5-grain charge will be shortly is- 
sued to the troops, without requisition, from the Mrank- 
ford Arsenal. : 

A new shell, to be designated “gallery shell, caliber 30, 
model 1896,” bas been devised to be issued for service 
when those of the present pattern (turned case) on hand 
are used up. This is prepared from the service cartridge 
shell for ball cartridge, by making a cannelure in the 
neck about 4 of an inch from the mouth, which there 
forms a seat for the round ball and prevents it from 
falling into the shell in loading. The charge for this shell 
is likewise 5 grains of black small arms powder inserted 
loose without wads and no change is required in the re- 
loading and cleaning tools, except in the “primer extract- 
or spindle.” The spindle (with short pin) now used for 
decapping caliber .30 cartridge shells will serve both for 
that purpose and for decapping the gallery shell, model 
1896, when reduced in diameter to the size required for 
the latter. Officers having these spindles in their posses- 
sion will, on receipt of any of the gallery shell, model 
1896, or at an earlier date if convenient, return the same 
to the Commanding Officer, Frankford Arsenal, Philadel- 
phia, Pa., by mail; the spindles will then be altered as 
required for use with both patterns of shell and returned 
to the officer from whom received. 7 x 

The initial velocity of the round ball fired with either 
of the gallery shell is about 700 f.-s., and the penetration 
about 2 inches in pine at a range of 15 feet. The ac- 
curacy is superior to that obtained in gallery practice 
with the .45 caliber Springfield rifle at the ranges pre- 
scribed for gallery practice. ; y 

Instructions.—In loading the shell now in use with the 
reduced charge, the ball should be preferably inserted in 
the neck of the shell its full diameter and no more, but 
if the shell is clean and the ball enters further without 
forcing, no harm should result. 

The ball should be lubricated. : 

The shells should be frequently cleaned from fouling, 
using the brush wiper, and thoroughly cleaned after each 
day’s firing. = 

The rifle should be cleaned after each score of 5 shots, 
being first wiped out with a wet rag and then with dry 
ones until the bore is dry and clean. The cleaning 
should, preferably, be done with the “barrack” (brass) 
cleaning rod. 

2. Breech-loading Field Guns.—In firing blank car- 
tridges for saluting or other purposes, the chamber should 
after each round be thoroughly sponged with the short 
or chamber sponge to insure the removal of any burning 
fragments of the cartridge bag; and the mushroom head 
should also be thoroughly wiped. | ‘ 

When projectiles are used, similar precautions should 
be observed in cases of rapid or long continued firing. 

The sponging will be facilitated by keeping the sponge 
dampened. 

3. Wieses and Mule Shoes, Etc.—Par. 1068, A. R., of 
1895, the action of which was suspended under authority 
of the Secretary of War, becomes operative on July 
1896, and requisitions for the stores therein mentioned 
will, from that date, be filled by the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment, instead of by the Ordnance Department, as 
heretofore. ‘ 

Officers accountable for these stores will, on June 30, 
drop the same from their ordnance returns and transfer 
them to the Quartermaster’s Department. The smith’s 
tools for the forges and battery wagons of light batteries 
(and for the cavalry forges for field service) will still be 
borne on the ordnance returns, and that Department will 
continue to make issues to maintain that equipment in 
condition for field service, but the smith’s tools in cur- 
rent use at posts in the permanent blacksmith shop will 
be supplied by the Quartermaster’s Department. 

4. Cavalry Bit.—A larger size cavalry bit, to be called 
No. 4, and to be 514 inches wide between bars, will here- 
after be issued to the eavalry on requisitions. If sizes 
required are not specified in requisitions, bits will be 
issued in the same proportions of the different sizes as 
heretofore. vette _

A BUDGET OF FICTION. 


“The Seats of the Mighty, Being the Memoirs of Capt. 
Robert Moray, Sometimes an Officer in the Virginia 
Regiment and Afterwards of Ambherst’s Regiment.” 
Such is the title of the last of the stories of love and ad- 
venture by Gilbert Parker, author of “Pierre and His 
People,” “When Valmond Came to Pontiac,” “Trail of 
the Sword,” “The Trespasser,”’ etc., etc., It is a story 
of the contest of the French and English for the posses- 
sion of Canada in the last century and among its char- 
acters are Gens. Wolf and Montcalm and Adml. Saun- 
ders. The illustrations include portraits of these heroes 
and pictures of ‘The Chateau Saint Louis,” “The In- 
tendant’s Palace,” “The Citadel,” “The Manor House 
at Beauport,” “Plan of the Siege of Quebec,” “The Old 
Gates of Quebec,” “The Cathedral, with Market in the 
Rear,” and “‘The Convent of the Ursulines.”” Its author 
writes of scenes he is familiar with as he is a native of 
Canada and the son of a retired artillery officer of the 
British Army. 

As a result of the present sojourn in France of Thomas 
A. Janvier and his wife we have from the press of D. 
Appleton & Co. a volume entitled “The Reds of the 
Midi; An Episode of the French Revolution, Translated 
from the Provengal of Félix Gras by Catherine A. Jan- 
vier, with an introduction by Thomas A. Janvier.” A 
leading motive with the author has been to do justice to 
a body of men that history has treated very unfairly— 
the battalion that marched from Marseilles to Paris and 
took so Jarge a part in precipitating the French Revolu- 
tion. They are here transformed from the cutthroats 
and thieves of French and English history into heroes 
and patriots. “The men of Marseilles with whom Pas- 
ealet marched, chanting the ‘Republican Anthem’ that 
has ever since been known by their name because they 
first gave it currency in France, were precisely the sim- 
ple and honest patriots, stern only in the discharge of 
the great duty which they believed was theirs, whom M. 
Gras has described.” 

The Century Company publish “A Strange, Sad Com- 
edy,”” by Motley Elliott Sewell, authur of ““Maid Marian 
and Other Stories;” “The Berkeleys and Their Neigh- 
bors,” ete. It is a 12mo, 281 pages, with frontispiece; 
cloth binding, price $1.25. It answers to the publishers’ 
description as a love story, the scene of which is laid 
partly in Virginia and partly in Newport and New York. 
The heroine, only daughter in an old aristocratic Vir- 
ginia family impoverished by the war, comes North, 
where she meets wealthy New Yorkers and their Eng- 
lish friends. The conflict of ideals and prejudices inev- 
itable when English people of the upper class are 
brought into contact with recently enriched New Yorkers 
and recently impoverished Southerners forms an inter- 
esting study. The story is bright, overflowing with hu- 
mor, and is written in the easy flowing style that comes 
of long practice. 

Herman Melville’s well-remembered romance of the 
South Seas, ‘“‘Typee,”” has been republished in a neat pa- 
per volume by the American Publishers’ Corporation, a 
new concern located at 310-318 Sixth avenue, New York, 
who, as the successors of the United States Book Com- 
pany, started with a very complete catalogue of miscel- 
laneous publications. Among their recent publications 
are “Sunset Pass,” by Capt. Charles King; “A Debt of 
Honour,” by Mabel Collins, author of “The Prettiest 
Woman in Warsaw,’ etc.; “The Duchess of Powysland,” 
by Grant Allen author of “The Tents of Shem,” ete. 
Melville’s romance is issued under the judicions editing 
of Mr. Arthur Stedman, who contributes to the volume 
a biography of the author.

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HISTORY SET RIGHT. 


In an article on pistols in the “Admiralty and Horse 


Guards Gazette,” Lieut. Col. G. V. Fosbery, V. C., says: 
“Col. Colt was, L believe, the first to introduce and bring 
to perfection the interchangeable system in the manu- 


facture of arms. This had, it is true, been proposed to 
ihe United States War Department as early as the year 
I8Z7 by one John Hall, who was then engaged in making 
brecchloading rifles of his own invention for the Ameri- 
can Government. In his letters to the Department he 
describes his plan as one by which, if 1,000 guns were 
tuken apart and their components thrown into a heap, 
1000 other guns could be reconstructed from that heap, 
which sufficiently describes it. How far he could have 
accomplished it with the machines then known may be 
matter for conjecture. Mr. Gardner, the inventor of 
the Gardner gun, put it to me even more tersely. He 
said’ We take our idea from printer’s type;’ then, pointing 
io 2 heap of components, said: ‘See here; these things 
spell g-u-n, gun!”

Ferry in 1818, not 1827. Thomas Blanchard carried the 
improvements in the manufacture of arms a step further 
ly his invention of the lathe, in which a friction wheel 
pissing over a revolving pattern guides another wheel 
carrying chisels that cut the woodwork for the stock 
to « precise duplicate of the model. With the invention 
of this automatic wood cutting or stocking machine, and 
i constant improvement in the swedging and milling 
processes, the manufacture of arms has gradually ad- 
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vanced to its present perfection. Col. Colt did not 
se the principle of interchangeability until thirty years 
ifter it had been introduced into the United States

loader, invented in 1812, referred to by Col. Fosbery,

Engineer-in-Chief Melville has determined upon some 
interesting experiments to determine the value of cast 
ste-l as shafts for men-of-war, All shafts now in service 
ure made of forged steel, which is very expensive. For 
instance, a shaft is now on its way to Mare Island for 
the Mohiean which is of forged steel eleven inches in 
dismeter and weighing 20,000 pounds, for which the 
Department pays about 30 cents per pound, For cast 
steel the Department will pay about 6 cents per pound. 
It is believed by Engineer officers that for small ships 


Cast steel shafts will be of service, but they will not do 
for the larger men-of-war. 





The largest vessel ever launched on the Neva took 
the water May 12 in the presence of the Czar. It was 
the new warship Russia. She is 464 feet between per- 
pendiculars, with a displacement of 12,195 tons. In- 
cluding the ram, the full length of the Russia is over 
480 feet, and the greatest breadth over all is 68 feet. 
The Russia’s coal-carrying capacity is 2,500 tons. Fer 
triple-expansion engines, made at the Baltic Works, are 
of 17,000 indicated horse-power, and her expected speed 
is 19 knots. The boilers, thirty-two in number, are 
of the Belleville type, made in France. The armor 
plates of the belt are made at the Carnegie mills in 
America. The cruiser has a double bottom and 149 
watertight compartments, and carries fourteen different 
boats, including steam launches, Her armament will 
consist of S8-inch, 6-inch, 75-millimetre, 47-millimetre, 
and 37-millimetre guns, besides torpedo apparatus. The 
General Admiral Apraxin was launched at the same 
time. Her displacement is 4,126 tons; length, 278 feet; 
beam, 52 feet; two triple-expansion engines, 5,000 indi- 
cated horse-power. She will be armored for 177 feet 
of her length with plates 10 inches thick in the center 
of the vessel, gradually lessening in thickness towards 
the stem and stern, and will carry four 9-inch guns in 
revolving turrets, and twenty-two various rapid-firing 
guns, besides torpedoes, for which there are four dis- 
chargers. The Russia is to be followed by a still 
larger cruiser, one of 14,000 tons, and the largest and 
most powerful cruiser afloat. 


The New York “Evening Telegram” has been taking 
a vote as to the most popular bicycle, and naturally finds 
that the Columbia, of the Pope Manufacturing Co., is 
by far the most popular. According to Coroner Tuthill, 
of New York, during the year 1895 there were manu- 
factured and imported and disposed of in this country 
500,000 wheels. From January 1, this year, to May 1 
last, one-third more wheels were disposed of than for 
the whole of the year 1895. A conservative estimate 
made by various dealers and manufacturers places the 
number of wheels owned in New York at 300,000, with 
enough more on rental to make more than one wheel for 
every family on Manhattan Island and the Annexed 
District, making a great many more bicycles than there 
are carriages, trucks, horse cars and all other vehicles 
combined. Three weeks ago last Sunday, May 17, by 
actual count, 38,000 New York wheelmen went out of 
the city for the day over the various ferries, a greater 
number than the combined Army and Navy of the 
United States. 


Gen. Billot, the French Minister of War, has received 
by telegraph the fellowing communication addressed 
by the Russian Minister of War to Gen. Boisdeffre, the 
I’rench special envoy at Moscow: “I have just received 
your letter inclosing the telegram in which Gen. Billot 
informs you that he has granted a day’s leave to the 
whole French Army, in order to enable the officers and 
soldiers to celebrate with the Russien people the corona- 
tion of the Emperor Nicholas. I have had the honor 
to submit the telegram of the French Minister of War 
to the Emperor, and I am happy to be able to inform 
you on behalf of His Majesty how deeply touched he 
felt at the thought that the French Army allied itself 
with the Russian people on this solemn occasion. Pro- 
foundly moved by this fresh proof of sympathy, His 
Majesty begs me to transmit to the Minister of War 
the expression of his warmest sentiments, and to convey 
to the French Army his most affectionate regards and 
best thanks. “VANNOVSKY.” 


Gen. Miles is paying earnest attention to the matter 
of calisthenic, gymnastic and athletic exercises for the 
Army. He has been carefully watching all orders 
issued by Department commanders on this subject. 
Some months ago he had occasion to call the attention 
of the Commanding General of the Department of the 
Dakota to the insufficient provision made in his gen- 
eral orders in regard to this subject. Gen. Miles believes 
that exercise of this character is highly important to 
the development of the soldier and intends to take all 
measures possible that will assist in its extension. With 
a view to having uniformity in the matter of these exer- 
cises he directed (and his order was obeyed) the Ad- 
jutant General to send out a communication to all De- 
partment commanders, of which this is the form: 

“Sir: Iam directed by the Major General commanding 
the Army to call your attention to the insufficient pro- 
vision made in your General Orders No. 2, current series 
(Headquarters, Department of Dakota, March 18, 1896), 
for calisthenic, gymnastic and athletic exercise. Regard- 
ing the physique of both officers and enlisted men, he 
thinks that half an hour each day during three-fourths 
of the year should be devoted to this object under the 
best obtainable instruction. To this end he directs me 
to ineclose copies of pamphlets on the subject, which 
were prepared at Headquarters, Department of the 
East, in 1895, wherein will be found valuable suggestions 
in conducting these exercises.” The pamphlets for- 
warded include a treatise on “Swimming,” and a work 
entitled “Army Physical Training” contains a paper pre- 
pared by Lieut. BE. L. Butts, 21st Inf., for the post 
lyceum at Columbus Barracks. 


In the course of the debate in the Budget Committee 
of the Reichstag June 3 on the law relating to the peace 
effective of the Army, Gen. Bronsart von Schellendorf, 
Minister of War, declared that there was no need of 
clanking the saber, as peace appeared to be assured for 
a long time to come. 





The “Army and Navy Gazette” informs us that a 
former Naval Attaché in London writes as follows re- 
specting Sir Vesey Hamilton's work on “Naval Admin- 


istration”: “I have read the book with great interest. 
It will be placed in our ships’ libraries as covering a 
field heretofore uncovered except by numerous and 
ponderous Parliamentary papers, over which I have 
frequently addled my brains with not half the good re- 
sults that a couple of hours with ‘Naval Administration’ 
gives one. I have spent a number of years in at least 
trying to study the subject in general, and I long since 
came to the conclusion that your departmental system 
was the best existing, at least, for the Anglo-Saxon. 
I hold that the genius of a race must be consulted in 
such questions, and that the Frenchman will succeed 
with a system which would fail in England and Amer- 
ee The great thing about your Admiralty 
organization is its flexibility—it is a good deal like the 
British Constitution, which can always adapt itself to 
circumstances.” 








The Italian court martial, presided over by Gen. 
Dalmazo, has acquitted Gen. Baratieri, accused of va- 
rious offences in connection with his administration of 
Army affairs in Abyssinia. The Ministry, choosing the 
golden mean between those who advise further war 
and the withdrawal from Abyssinia altogether, have 
issued orders to abandon the Adigrat-Adowa boundary. 
They propose to make the line of the Mareb Belesa the 
definite Italian frontier to the south, and to establish 
the Italian dominion securely in the region between 
it and Massowah. The Adigrat-Adowa border could 
be conquered and held only at the price of a prolonged 
and desperate struggle with Menelik, whereas the occu- 
pation of the more northerly frontier is not likely to 
involve further fighting of a serious kind, An evacua- 
tion of the whole country, on the other hand, would 
inflict too deep a wound on the prestige and self-respect 
of Italy. All the Italian prisoners in the hands of the 
Abyssinians have been surrendered except a few not in 
a condition to be moved at present. 





It will be recalled that some months ago Gen. Doe, 
Asst. Secretary of War, sent out circulars to the vari- 
ous State Militia organizations asking for data witb 
regard to the amount of property they had on hand 
and requesting suggestions as to the best method to be 
devised for uniformity in keeping Government property 
and making returns therefor. But few replies have 
been received, and these, although made by officers in 
good faith and worthy of careful consideration, have 
been cast aside. Gen. Doe is said to have given up 
his work in this connection, although, if he had proba- 
bly carried out his idea, which seems to us to be a 
good one, excellent results might have been obtained, 





Naval officials and Naval officers are very much pleased 
with that provision in the Naval appropriation law ap- 
propriating $250,000 for the manufacture of reserve guns 
for the ships of the Navy, and $400,000 for armament of 
modern guns for auxiliary cruisers. Twenty-nine of the 
latter must be provided with guns, so that this year's 
appropriation will not go very far. It is a beginning, 
however. The appropriation for the auxiliary cruisers 
will be expended in the manufacture of 4 and 5-inch 
guns and 6-pounders, and in the case of the $250,000 for 
the manufacture of type guns of 4, 5, 6 and 13 inches in 
caliber. The money appropriated for projectiles, will be 
expended in securing armor and semi-armor piercers 
from six inches up. 


Some consideration is being given by Navy Department 
officials to the investigation to be made by the Department 
into armor-plate matters, under a provision in the Naval 
appropriation bill. It is expected that the Secretary 
will appoint a board of officers to make the investigation. 
Whether or not it will be empowered to go abroad is a 
question not yet decided, although it is believed that this 
will not be necessary, as the Naval attachés in Europe 
are thoroughly competent to obtain as much information 
of this character as the authorities may desire. The 
contractors will also, it is thought, give to the board 
every facility for inquiring into the subject upon which 
Congress desires light. 


Speaking of the closing of the session of Congress the 
New York “Herald” says: “With talk of war spread 
over hundreds of pages of the “Congressional Record,” it 
might have been expected that something substantial 
would have been done for the Army, which is still organ- 
ized upon the system which prevailed in the Napoleonic 
wars, in spite of the fact that modern arms have revolu- 
tionized military tactics and led to the reorganization of 
every Army in Europe. Absolutely nothing has been 
done, however, beyond the passage in the Senate of a 
bill giving non-commissioned officers of the Army a very 
moderate increase in pay. This bill ie still on the calen- 
dar of the House.” 


Forgings for 5-inch rapid-fire type gun, for fixed metal- 
lic ammunition, manufactured in accordance with de- 
signs prepared by Capt. Charles Smith, Ord, Dept., U. 8. 
A., have been delivered at the Watervliet Arsenal and 
their assembling will begin at once. In addition a car- 
riage, the design of Capt. Corzier, Ord. Dept., for this 
caliber of gun is also under construction. This gun, 
when completed, will be given an exhaustive test, and 
if satisfactory results are secured will be the type for 
about fifteen others for Army service. The gun is .45 
calibers in length of bore, and fires a 55-pound projectile, 
with a velocity of 2,500 feet per second, smokeless pow- 
der being employed in: the cases.

TRIAL TRIP OF THE OREGON. 


The report of the Board of Inspection and Survey on 
the trial of the Oregon states that the vessel, having been 
weighted to a main draft of 24 feet, made her speed trial 
on May 14 in Santa Barbara Channel. The speed of 
the Oregon as observed by transits was 16.78 plus knots 
or nautical miles, made up of two runs over the course, 
the first from eastward to westward at the rate of 17.78 
knots; the second from westward to eastward at the rate 
of 16.49 knots, giving an average of 16.78 knots. This 
speed having been corrected by the application thereto of 
the resultant tidal and current observations became 
16.791, or nautical miles, which is the speed of the Ore- 
gon. At 8.10 May 14, the engines having been given a 
preliminary warming-up, the Oregon crossed the eastern 
range of the course under full steam and as obtained by 
careful observation, went at the rate of about 17.3 knots. 
As she ran to te westward a swell was encountered, 
and before reaching Point Conception the head wind was 
very fresh and the swell became a moderate sea, the 
water breaking over her bows as she pitched. Running 
a mile or more to the westward after leaving the course, 
the sea became quite heavy. The turn to the eastward 
was made with 7 to 10 degrees of the helm. She turned 
in a very small circle; the heavy sea, which when ahead 
had caused her to pitch from 1% to 2 degrees, when it 
came abeam caused her to roll very slightly—not over 2 
degrees. A turn made in a more moderate sea has an 
estimated diameter of not over ten ships’ lengths. 

The report finds that the Oregoy is sufficiently strong 
to carry her armor and armament, equipment, coal stores 
and machinery, and that the vessel is strong and well 
built. She is in all respects complete and ready for sea 
with a few minor exceptions which the board points out. 
One of these is mentioned as — berth pro- 
tective deck plates, which, by telegram of the Secretary 
of the Navy, the board is authorized to consider as un- 
finished work. 

“The board would state,” the report says, “that in 
addition to the ordinary means by which during the short 
duration of the trial trip opportunity is given to form 
valuable opinion on all points including seaworthiness, 
we were furnished during our return from Santa Bar- 
bara to San Francisco with a fresh gale from the north- 
west which produced a heavy sea on the port bow. We 
were thus given an opportunity to watch the perform- 
ance of the Oregon in a heavy sea. It is unanimous,”’ 
the report says, “in pronouncing her an excellent sea- 
boat—stable, easily steered, powerful, with remarkable 
freedom from vibration. Steaming 17 knots against a 
moderate head sea, or 7 or 8 against a heavy sea, her 
pitching was easy and there was no squatting, and the 
motion was that of a rocking chair. There was no time 
during the trial that all of her guns could not have been 
efficiently served. We consider her a most excellent 
gun platform. The ship is remarkably free from vibra- 
tion of hull—such as was observed is local. Going ahead 
full speed, 15 knots, the engines were reversed and the 
ship came to a dead stop in three minutes. 

“In conclusion,” the board says, “the board desire to 
express its opinion that the Oregon is in every respect a 
most efficient and formidable battleship, speedy and sub- 
stantial, and that the United States is to be congratu- 
lated upon the addition of this vessel to its naval 
resources.” 

Appended to the report is the report of Asst. Naval 
Constr. Elliot Snow, who was a member of the board.

ARTILLERY SCHOOL. 


Many complaints have been made of the annoyance and 
danger to pedestrians by the use of sidewalks and other 
walks on the reservation by persons on bicycles. These 
walks are all intended for pedestrians, and their use by 
versons on bicycles is prohibited. (G. O. 26, Art. School, 
June 8.) 

Boat exercise will take place daily (Saturdays and 
Sundays excepted), at the afternoon drill hour, under 
command of Sergt. Louis Hendricks, Bat. M, 3d Art., 
each battery commander selecting from those designated 
two men for each drill until all are well drilled. The 
white hemlet is now worn by all officers and enlisted 
men on full-dress occasions; and on undress duties 
the white forage cap.

Col. R. T. Frank, commanding Fort Monroe, has sub- 
mitted a report in regard to the changes suggested in the 
plan originally drafted for heavy artillery practice dur- 
ing the summer. The report will be submitted to Gen. 
Miles upon his return to Washington the latter part of 
this month. As modified, the plan for the practice will 
not be materially different from that already outlined in 
the “Journal.” The matter will be settled as early as 
possible in order that practice with great guns may be 
held this summer. 


In the claim of Maj. William F. Smith, U.S. A., retired, 
for compensation as United States Agent in charge of 
certain river and harbor work, Assistant Comptroller 
Bowlers has rendered a decision, of which this is the 
syllabus: “Section 7 of the River and Harbor act of 
June 3, 1896, excepts from the operation of Section 2 of 
the act of July 31, 1894, providing that ‘no person who 
holds an office, the salary or annual compensation at- 
tached to which amounts to the sum of $2,500, shall be 
appointed to or hold any other office to which compensa- 
tion is attached unless specially heretofore or here- 
after specially authorized thereto by law,’ retired officers 
of the Army and Navy when employed to do work under 
the direction of the Chief of Engineers of the Army in 
connection with the improvement and harbor of the 
United States, and also authorizes the payment to such 
officers heretofore employed of any amounts a upon 
as compensation for such employment.” 


A HORSE IN THE NAVY. 


(From the Washington “Evening Star.’’) 
Several years ago a Board of Naval officers was 
ordered by the commandant of one of our Naval stations 
to hold a survey on one of the horses belonging to the 
station. The board met, examined the horse, found that 
he was suffering from “the scratches” and “stringhalt,” 
and was generally run down. An examination of the 


Navy Regulations showed that only certain recommenda- 
tions could be made by the board, as follows: 

“To be turned into store for use,” “To be retained in 
or for use,” “Sold,’”’ “Used for scrap metal,” “To be 
issued for any other purpose,” “To be thrown on the 
dump,” ‘To be transferred to some other station,” “To 
be used for repairs for some other article,” or “To be 
extensively repaired.” Since it was the unanimous opin- 
ion of the board that he ought to be treated by a veterin- 
ary surgeon, it was recommended, in conformity with the 
regulations, “that he be extensively repaired.” 

This was three or four years ago, and he was “exten- 
sively repaired’’ by a veterinary surgeon, but evidently 
the “repairs” were not lasting, as the sequel will show. 

Recently there came a recommendation from the pre- 
sent commandant that the horse be shot, as he was old 
and worthless, and that it would be a kindness to put 
him out of his misery. 

In the same mail came a requisition from the same 
commandant asking for authority to buy ten tons of Al, 
first-class fertilizer. 

It was then that the Navy Department indorsed on the 
requisition ‘Why not use the horse to produce the fer- 
tilizer?”’ ‘ 

The commandant promptly returned the paper with 
the indorsement, “Since the horse is not an A1, first-class 
horse, being old and decrepit, he is incapable of filling 
the bill.” 

And here the matter stands for the present, 





A DEFENSE AGAINST PROJECTILES.

According to the ‘Journal de Genéve,” as quoted in the 
European edition of the New York “Herald,” it was dis- 
covered during a Swiss federal rifle meeting that the 
bullets were deflected by the electric and telephone wires 
extending along both sides of the range at Winterthur, 
and experiments at Berne and Thun confirmed the con- 
clusion. 

“At Thun authorities established parallel with the rifle 
range, at a distance of a little more than 40 yards, an 
electric current of 8,000 volts, carried along four steel 
cables. With a view of tracing the whole effect paper 
circlets were placed at every 10 yards. The first experi- 
ments were made with the Swiss model rifle of 1889. 
With this the influence of the electric current was at 
once apparent. In a distance of 260 yards the bullet 
took a lateral deviation of 24 yards, and after that the 
curve of the trajectory was still more marked. The sec- 
ond experiments were made with the Japanese 3.38 mm. 
rifle of Col. Yamagata, and they were still more decisive, 
the bullet being rapidly attracted to the electric wires 
and following their course with absolute servility. Fur- 
ther attempts were made with artillery. The rang: 
selected was one of 3,000 yards and 200 yards in front 
of the targets, but forty yards to the side was placed the 
electric battery. Every shot was diverted by its influ- 
ence far to the side of the target—to be exact, the devia- 
tion was one of 14 degrees. 

“The conclusions drawn from these experiments are 
that a section of infantry exposed to fire at 300 yards 
would enjoy complete safety if a dyuamo or accumulator 
were placed on its flank; a whole company would be in 
the same security at 500 yards, and artillery fire could 
be rendered innocuous at 1,000 yards. If these facts 
are sound the new small bore rifle is doomed, and we 
shall have to return to the heavy bullet of lead, because 
it is unaffected by electricity. But to military reformers 
this will signify a repulse along the whole line.” 

The facts may be as stated, but the conclusions by no 
means follow. We should dislike, in case of a fight, to 
be the man running a dynamo that had a weakness for 
drawing bullets to it. It would have all it wanted of 
them and the attention of the commanding officer would 
he chiefly occupied with defending his dynamo. Besides, 
if skilled marksmen can allow for the deviation due to 
the wind, why not for the deviation due to electricity?

Secretary Herbert is to have a conference with repre- 
sentatives of the armor firms during the early part of 
next month for the purpose of securing their assistance 
in the investigation into process of armor, which Con- 
gress directed him to make. Pending this conference it 
is not expected that the Secretary will take any further 
steps. The Secretary suggested a day this month for 
the conference, but this was inconvenient for the manu- 
facturers, and it was postponed. After conferring with 
these gentlemen, it is expected that the Secretary will 
appoint a board to prosecute the investigation, and will 
supply it with data to be gathered by the Naval Attachés 
of the United States abroad. Secretary Herbert and 
Capt. Sampson, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, have 
been discussing the action of Congress in prohibiting 
the Department from making armor contracts. As a 
result the Secretary has decided not to enter into con- 
tracts for this material until Congress has acted upon 
the report of the proposed investigation. 


The New York “Sun” of June 12 has some misstate- 
ments in regard to the retirement of Capt. T. F. Kane. 
U. S. N. They should be corrected, for they do a grave 
injustice to an honorable officer, who has served his 
country for forty-one years, and who has a record of the 
highest kind. He had completed his tour of sea duty in 
the grade of Captain, and after three months’ sick leave 
was ready for shore duty, but not well enough for sea 
service. He has not been stationed in New York, except 
on “waiting orders,” for over two years. The only cor- 
rect statement in the article is that his physicians told 
him with a year’s rest he would recover his health. Aet- 
ing on this he asked for sick leave. He did not apply to 
be retired. 


Mrs. Ann Eliza Wynkoop, who died June 17 in New 
York, was the wife of Dr. G. H. Wynkoop, and daughter 
of the late Gen. Daniel P. Woodbury, U. 8S. A.. a gallant 
soldier who died in 1864. The deceased lady was promi- 
nent in the charitable organizations of New York City. 
especially of Grace Church, of which she was an active 
member. She was president of the Prison Guild and one 
of the managers of the Lying-in-Asylum, in Marion 
street,

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Secretary Herbert has settled the controversy in re- 
gard to the cruiser Atlanta, by ordering that she be 
supplied with new boilers in accordance with the appre 
priation of $150,000 for this purpose included in the 
new appropriation law. Engineer-in-Chief Melville made 
a strong effort to have the Secretary direct that this 
vessel be furnished with twin screws, one of his principa! 
arguments being that the Atlanta would be unable t 
participate in squadron evolutions with single screw. 2% 
she {a now fitted. His view was upheld by the majority) 
of the Board of Construction, which made a favorable 
report on his idea to the Secretary. Chief Naval Constr 
Hichborn, however, opposed the suggestion on the ground 
that its adoption would necessitate practically the re 
hulling of the stern of the Atlanta and fitting her with 
a new protective deck, the cost of which would bring 
the total expenditure up to $270,000. But the fact that 
twin screws will delay the vessel until 1897 is believed 
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to be the Secretary’s chief objection. Installing new 
poilers with only a few minor repairs to the engines 
could be completed by June of next year, and if neces- 
sary by January, so that the vessel “in case of emer- 
sency” could be quickly placed in commission. 

Secretary Herbert gave out the latter part of this 
week a statement in regard to the Walker report on 
the armament for the proposed battleships. This is the 
statement: “As a result of its investigations the board 
recommends a slightly different ship, with a somewhat 
different arrangement of battery, from any heretofore 
puilt. While speaking very favorably of the super- 
imposed turret, as designed for the Kearsarge and the 
Kentucky, the board does not recommend installing 
more turrets of this description until experiments with 
the two ships named have. demonstrated their utility. 
The hull of the ship recommended is that of the Kear- 
sarge and Kentucky, but so modified as to be similar in 
many respects to the lowa. The main battery recom- 
wended is composed of four 13-inch and fourteen 6-inch 
yuns so arranged as to fire two 13-inch and four 6-inch 
suns directly ahead, two 13-inch and two 6-inch directly 
astern, and four 13-inch and seven 6-inch in broadside. 
fhe board also recommends that the normal draft upon 
which the ship’s speed is based should be the fighting 
draft or the draft of the ship with at least two-thirds of 
her movable weights on board. It also recommends 
yarious minor changes in quarters and internal arrange- 
ments of the ship in the interest of the health and com- 
fort of the enlisted men. It is believed by the Depart- 
ment that the ship outlined as above will be an im- 
provement upon any yet built in this country. The 
secretary of the Navy, after consulting with the Chiefs 
yf the Bureaus of Ordnance, Construction and Repair, 
and Steam Engineering, has approved the general feat- 
ures of the report of the board, and directed that the 
plans be taken up without delay. ‘The contracts for all 
the vessels authorized in the new law, battleships and 
wrpedo boats included, will be made within the time 
prescribed in that act. The Secretary has already de- 
vided upon all the preliminary steps. 

An important test of armor-piercing projectiles oc- 
curred on Tuesday at the Indian Head Proving Grounds. 
{he shells fired included two 8-inch, one of the Car- 
penter and the other of the Wheeler-Sterling type, and 
two 12-inch, equally divided. The 12-inch shells were 
given velocities of 1,900 feet per second each and fired 
wainst a 12-inch Carnegie Harveyized plate. Both 
shells perforated thé plate and were recovered back of 
the butt in perfect condition. Each of these shells repre- 
seuted a lot of fifty projectiles, which were accepted upon 
the showing they made. In the case of the 8-inch pro- 
jectiles, they were each fired with a velocity of 1,800 
feet per second against a plate of eight inches in thick- 
uess. Both shells penetrated the plate and broke up, 
fragments falling between the plate and the butt. These 
shell also represented lots of fifty each, and having met 
the requirements the lots were accepted. 

The Navy Department has accepted the torpedo boat 
Ericsson from the builders, the Dubuque lron Works, of 
Dubuque, la. ‘The last payment of $8,000 was made on 
June 17. 

“Secretary Herbert is making every effort to collect 
a large fleet of battleships, monitors and cruisers to take 
part in fleet exercises. The vessels now under Rear 
Adml. Bunce’s command are the battleships Indiana and 
Maine, the monitor Amphitrite, the cruisers New York 
itlagship), Columbia, Newark, Cincinnati, Raleigh and 
Montgomery, the ram Katahdin, and the dispatch boat 
Fern. The battleship Massachusetts and the monitor 
Terror will join the tleet before it leaves New York, and 
the Texas will soon follow. ‘This will be the largest 
leet ever assembled by the Navy Department for in- 
structions in fleet tactics, and the experience gained will 
be of much benefit to the service.” In a statement given 
io the press the Secretary says the Navy Department has 
informed Rear Adml. Bunce, commanding the North 
Atlantic station, that it proposes, if practicable, not to 
iuterfere in any manner with the movements and exer- 
cises of his squadron during the present season. ‘‘With 
this view the Secretary has been obliged to decline the 
uumerous requests he has received for ships to visit 
certain places and take part in local celebrations and 
festivities, The fleet will cruise at sea between Nan- 
tucket and the capes of the Chesapeake. It will leave 
New York about July 18 provided its duties with the 
Naval Militia are then completed, will cruise to the 
southward and enter Hampton Roads; then to the north- 
ward to Gardiner’s Bay, Fisher’s Island, Nantucket 
Island and back to Hampton Roads early in October. 
lhe maneuvers will consist of the various squadron 
hovements and formations necessary for fleets and 
syuadrons in time of war; anchoring and getting under 
Way under different circumstances, signaling, target 
practice with main and secondary batteries and small 
irs; landing the Naval brigades, and boat drills and 
torpedo-boat attacks.” 

It is officially stated that foreign men-of-war will only 
ve allowed to pass through the Kaiser Wilhelm Canal 
after a special permit has been obtained through diplo- 
Watic channels, 

tev. William H. Shermer, of Elizabeth, N. J., thinks 
le has discovered the figurehead of the famous Chesa- 
peake, Which, under Capt. James Lawrence, fought the 
renowned fight with the Shannon on June 1, 1813. The 
iuthorities at Halifax gave Mr. Shermer permission to 
search the old dockyard there, and he discovered the 
relic behind green knolls, half cocealed beneath a pile of 
lumber, The figurehead, which apparently has not been 
wuch cared for, has the form of a woman and was 
found, as we read, “with eyes looking out over the vast 
space which received the protection of the British flag.” 
Mr. Shermer was moved with patriotic pride amid the 
Storied monuments and green mounds of the old Trinity 
Churchyard, where British officers laid the bodies of 
Lawrence and his comrades, and the 61st Regt. fired vol- 
leys over their grave. 


It is rumored that the Spanish Minister of Marine has 
seut a commission to Genoa to examine two cruisers 
which are offered for sale there. Three superior Japa- 
se officers, with an interpreter, have recently visited 
the Terni steel works, and we believe some shipbuilding 
yards in Italy, and it is stated that contracts for building 
“ome ships for the Japanese Government are likely to be 
bltced with Italian firms. 


Naval Constrs. S. Takakura_and S. Sakurai, of the 
Japanese Navy, were at the Navy Department, Wash- 
ington, D. C., June 15, in company with Comdr. Mayoka, 
aval attaché of the Japanese Legation, to make in- 
juiries as to American shipbuilding methods, and have 
visited the Cramps’ Works at Philadelphia, and will go 
from Washington to San Francisco to inspect the plant 
ot the Union Iron Works. Japan proposes to increase 
her navy, and bids will be requested of American ship- 
ilding firms. It is said that the only vessel likely to be 
alled for from this country will be a second-class cruis- 
‘r, similar to the San Francisco and the Charleston. 

A homing pigeon message was received on June 12 
it Annapolis, Md., from the U. 8S. S. Monongahela. The 
message stated the practice vessel was 110 miles from 


Cape Henry, wind southwest, and proceeding to sea un- 
der 7% knots; latitude 36° 56’, longitude 73° 40’ 20”. 
The message also stated a number of cadets had become 
seasick on the voyage. 

The oarsmen of the U. S. S. Cincinnati have challenged 
the rowers of the battleship Indiana to a race in the bay. 
The rowers of the Newark have tossed oars under the 
stern of the New York, and the New York’s crew have 
taken up the gage. The Indiana’s oarsmen intend, after 
their race with the Cincinnati’s experts, to dispute the 
title of the New York’s 12-oared cutter, Victoria Louise, 
to supremacy among the navies of the world.

The torpedo boat Ericsson is to be placed in commis- 
sion immediately, ard left New London June 19 for 
New York for tbat purpose. Her commander will be 
Lieut. N. R. Usher, and his Chief Engineer will be 
Asst. Engr. E. L. Beach. 

The U. S. S. Bancroft was at Chester, Pa., June 19. 

There is a possibility that the President will have to 
modify his recent civil service order. The Civil Service 
Commissioners, who have been looking into the matter, 
are inclined to believe that the mechanics who are em- 
ployed at the yards come within the jurisdiction of the or- 
der and are not excepted, as “workmen in the Depart- 
ments.” If this interpretation be found to be correct, it is 
expected that the President will either have to make a 
modification or the commission will waive the point and 
permit the present civil service rules in force at the 
Navy Yards to continue in force. Secretary Herbert 
a few days forwarded to the commission a list of 
clerks of his Department with those employed at Navy 
Yards. Mechanics and other employés of the yard, with 
the exception of messengers, were not included in the list. 
If the commission holds that the employés at the yards 
come within their jurisdiction it would be necessary to 
modify the order, as it would be impossible to employ 
men under the present rules of the commission, unless 
there were included in them a plan, or something like it, 
such as Secretary Herbert has adopted.

Cooper, superintendent of the school, for what the father 
thought was a piece of unauthorized interference. Ken- 
neth G. Castleman was a member of the class, and his 
father, Col. Castleman, is a typical Kentuckian. Col. 
COastleman, with his wife, visited the school to see his 
son graduated, and while there took young Castleman 
on rides. . ex 

There is a regulation which prohibits cadets from 
riding about the town in carriages, and Castleman was 
reported to the Superintendent for an infraction of the 
rules. ‘The offense was not serious, and probably called 
only for a few demerits. Col Castleman, however, 
thought that Capt. Cooper was guilty of a piece of inter- 
ference, and advised his boy to resign his commission 
and then, as a civilian, proceed to trounce the superin- 
tendent. It is said that he promised his son a good sum 
to live on if he would uphold Kentucky honor by whipping 
the superintendent, but the young man looked at the 
matter in another light and is still a cadet. It is for- 
tunate for young Castleman that he did not attempt to 
lick the superintendent, for he then would have been 
court martialled and sentenced to confinement on the 
prison ship Santee. As a civilian he _ probably would 
have been arrested and fined $5. Naval officers in 
Washington say that the young man would have had a 
Gifheult time in whipping Capt. Cooper, who is rather 
athletic and skillful with his hands.

THE CASE OF CAPT. HEALY, R. C. 8. 
S$. 0. 20, TREASURY DEPT., JUNE 8, 1896. 

A board of officers of the Revenue Cutter Service, 
composed of Capt. D. B. Hodgsdon, president; Capt. 
Louis N. Stodder, first member; Capt. W. C. Coulson, 
second member, and Ist Lieut. H. B. Rogers, recorder, 
was convened at San Francisco, Cal., on Jan. 15, 1896, 
for the trial of Capt. Michael A. Healy, R. C. S., under 
charges preferred against him by 2d Lieut. George M. 
Daniels, R. C. S. (two sets), by 1st Lieut. Howard 
Emery, R. C. S., and by 1st Asst. Engr. Levin T. Jones, 
R. C. S., respectively. The Government was represented 
by Ist Lieut. William E. Reynolds, R. C. S., as public 
prosecutor, and Messrs. Henley and Costello, counsel- 
lors-at-law, of San Francisco, represented the interests 
of the accused. The charges against Capt. Healy were 
as follows: 

By Lieut. Daniels (first set): 
the prejudice, etc.; seven specifications. Charge 2.—Con- 
duct unbecoming, etc.; one specification. Charge 3.—Tyr- 
annous and abusive conduct to inferiors; four specifica- 
tions. Charge 4.—Conduct detrimental to discipline, in 
violation of par. 632, Regulations Revenue Cutter Serv- 
ice; one specification. Charge 5.—Placing a vessel of the 
Government in a perilous position while in an intoxicated 
condition, thereby endangering the lives and property un- 
der his command; one specification. By Lieut. Daniels 
(second set) and Lieut. Emery (charges and specifica- 
tions identical). Charge 1.—Insulting and abusive treat- 
ment of officers; three specifications. 

By Asst. Engr. Jones: Charge 1.—Drunkenness to 
the scandal of the service; violation of par. 3, G. O. No. 
2; two specifications. Findings: Of Specification 6, 
Charge 1—Not proved. Of Specification 7, Charge 1— 
Guilty in part, as being under the influence of intoxicat- 
ing liquors between the dates named. Of Specification 1, 
Charge 3—Guilty in part; assault, but not brutal. Of the 
specification and of the charge preferred by Ist Lieut. 
Howard Emery, R. C. 8., and 2d Lieut. George M. Dan- 
iels, R. C. S.—Not guilty. Of the other charges and 
specifications—Guilty. And the board, therefore, recom- 
mends that the accused officer, Capt. Michael A. Healy, 
J, S. Revenue Cutter Service, be dismissed the service. 


Charge 1.—Conduct to 


The proceedings and findings in the case of Capt. 
Michael A. Healy are approved. It appears from the 


testimony and all the papers in this case that the ac- 
cused officer was given a careful and most exhaustive 
hearing, and that he was accorded the largest latitude 
consistent with a fair and impartial trial of his case. It 
also appears from the records and files of the Depart- 
ment that Capt. Healy is now nearly fifty-eight years of 
age; that he has been a commissioned oflicer in the Rey- 
enue Cutter Service for a period of more than thirty-one 
years, serving through all grades to his present one; that 
during his term of service he has performed much credit- 
able and valuable service. Although the officers of the 
trial board report that they do not find any mitigating 
circumstances in the case, yet they call attention to the 
valuable services performed by Capt. Healy during his 
connection with the Revenue Cutter Service, covering a 
period of nearly thirty years, and at the same time rec- 
ommend that such clemency as may be consistent with 
the gravity of the case and the welfare of the Revenue 
Cutter Service, may be extended to him. 

In view of said recommendation for clemeney and giv- 
ing to the accused the benefit of the slight conflict in the 
testimony as to the most serious charge, it is ordered 
that Capt. Michael A. Healy be dropp.d to the foot of 
the list of Captains of the Revenue Cutter Service, and 
that he retain that place hereafter; that he be suspended 
from rank and command and kept on waiting orders for 
a term of four years, and that he be publicly reprimand 
ed by reading this order on board all vessels of the Revy- 
enue Cutter Service, by the commanding officer of each, 
at a muster of the commissioned officers, and admon- 
ished that if again found guilty of the excessive use of 
intoxicants during the term of this sentence, or there- 
after, whether afloat or on shore, he will be summarily 
dismissed the service.

AN ARMY PRISON—CASTLE WILLIAM. 

The New York “Tribune” publishes a long description 
in Castle Wiliam, in New York Harbor, 
a soldiers’ prison. It says: “It would seem as if, when # 
soldier deserted from the Army, it would be because he 
was heartily sick of the life, and that he would not be 
likely to wish to return to it. Yet ‘fraudulent enlist- 
ment’ is second only to desertion as a cause of bringing 
prisoners to the Castle. A man who has eseaped wan- 
ders about for a time, not working steadily at anything. 
By-and-by he is likely to make up his mind that there 
are many worse places than the barracks and the parade- 
ground and to make an effort to get back to his old life. 

“The number of prisoners in Castle William constant- 
ly varies, but there are at present eighty-three within 
its inclosure As nearly all the work about the island is 
done by the prisoners, they are outdoors during the day- 
light hours, divided into several parties, each under the 
charge of a private. Groups of them may be seen cut- 
ting grass, cleaning up the grounds, or repairing the 
roads and walks. The upper casemates are used as the 
cells. They are so large that several men have cots in 
the same room. The small windows are heavily barred, 
having been newly fitted up in this respect within a few 


months,

now used as 


is conspicuously marked on all the prisoners’ 
clothes. When the men arrive they are placed in the 
second class, the ‘P’ on their garments being stamped in 
bright red. For particularly good behavior they may be 
promoted to the first class and have a white letter as a 
distinguishing mark. The badge of the third or lowest 
class is a yellow ‘P,’ and signifies some special misde- 
meanor on the part of the man who wears it. The great- 
est aversion is felt by the prisoners to being put into 
this class. Perhaps the chief reason is because they are 
obliged to have the doors of their cells locked, for al- 
though they are in no case allowed to leave their rooms 
while in the Castle, it is considered a peculiar misfortune 
and disgrace to have the key turned in the lock. 

“It is difficult to escape from Castle William, and few 
succeed in bringing the feat off successfully. 

“One of the most ingenious escapes ever accomplished, 
and the only one recorded within the last year at the 
island, occurred three or four months ago. The man had 
been a barber before he entered the Army, and it was his 
business to shave all the prisoners and cut their hair 
regularly. He took pains to save enough of the clippings 
to make a false mustache, and then waited for a good 
opportunity to make use of it. This came when a gang 
of plumbers were admitted to make repairs in the fort. 
In some way the ingenious barber had contrived to smug- 
gle in a suit of plain clothes. One evening when the 
plumbers were getting ready to go home he put on the 
clothes and the mustache, picked up a couple of pieces 
of lead pipe and a forgotten solder-pot, and sauntered 
out among the group of workmen, passing for one of

them and escaping unrecognized by the guard. He hag 
not turned up ¥ nce at any military post, and it is pre 
sumed that he considers his talents above the positigy 
of a private of infantry. 

“Capt. Gilman, of the 13th Inf., is the officer in charge 
of the prisoners. He has filled the position for about, 
year and a half.” 


BILS BEFORE CONGRESS. 

The Lamont bill for the reorganization of the Army gy 
reported to the Senate, June 6 (S. 2.202), is as follows: 
That the line of the Army shall consist of a battalion ¢ 
engineers as now organized by law, ten regiments gf 
cavalry, seven regiments of artillery, and twenty-fiy 
regiments of infantry, and that the total number ¢ 
enlisted men in the Army of the United States, including 
Indian scouts and the Hospital Corps, shall be limited 
thirty thousand. 

Sec. 2. That each regiment of cavalry shall consist ¢ 
the officers, enlisted men, and veterinary surgeons noy 
authorized by law, except as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 3. That each regiment of artillery shall consist 
one colonel, one lieutenant colonel, three majors, twely 
captains, fourteen 1st lieutenants, twelve 2d lieutenant: 
one sergeant major, one quartermaster sergeant, op 
chief musician, two principal musicians, and twely 
batteries: Provided, That two batteries of each regimen 
may, in the discretion of the President, be organized q 
field artillery, and each battery that may be so organize 
shall have, in addition to the battery organization nowy 
authorized by law, four corporals, two farriers and on 
saddler: And provided further, That each of the remaip. 
ing batteries that are not organized as field artillery, 
may, in the discretion of the President, have two adé. 
tional sergeants. 

Sec. 4. That each regiment of infantry shall consis 
of one colonel, one lieutenant colonel, three majors 
twelve captains, fourteen Ist lieutenants, twelve 2j 
lieutenants, the chaplains now authorized by law, on 
sergeant major, one quartermaster sergeant, one chief 
musician, two principal musicians, and twelve companies, 
organized into three battalions of four companies each 

Sec. 5. That each regiment of the line of the Arny 
shall have one adjutant and one quartermaster, each of 
whom shall be selected from the Ist lieutenants of the 
regiment, and, except as herein provided, the organiz- 
tion of troops, batteries, and companies of each arm of 
the service shall remain as now fixed by law: Provided 
That the grades of artificer and wagoner are hereby 
abolished. 

Sec. 6. That all vacancies created or caused by this 
Act, and all that may occur in the line of the Army 
after July 1, 1896, shall be filled by promotion according 
to seniority from the next lower grade in the seyera 
arms of cavalry, artillery, and infantry, respectively, 
and the existing provisions of law governing examins- 
tions for promotions shall remain in force. 

See. 7. That the graduates of the Military Academy 
may, at the discretion of the President, be promoted and 
commissioned as additional 2d lieutenants as provided 
in the Act approved May 17, 1886. 

Sec. 8. That this Act shall take effect July 1, 18% 
and all laws or parts of laws in conflict with this Ac 
are hereby repealed. 

Amend the title so as to read: “A bill to provide t 
modern organization for the line of the Army.” 

S. 3,265—Mr. Wetmore: To promote William McCarty 
Little, now a lieutenant on the retired list of the Nays 
to the position of commander on said list, the rank he 
would have been entitled to had he remained on the 
active list.

total bounty paid other recruits or volunteers.

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MOBILIZATION. 


To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal:” 

With much interest have I read Col. Rice’s plan of 
nobilization and the various comments it has brought 
forth, some entirely supporting the plan and others offer- 
ing objections as to detail, but it is noteworthy that the 
sreatest interest has been displayed from one end of the 
continent to the other. All militiamen should feel grati- 
fed at the way their officers have grasped at a suggestion 
which promises an elevation of the status of the militia. 
All military men are anxious for the adoption of some 
scheme Which will make our military forces wieldy and 
eficient. Every thoughtful citizen feels that there 
should be some prearranged plan by which a force, great 
or small, could be concentrated in a time of necessity. 
It is only becoming that a nation of our strength and 


dignity should have some system of assembling, main- ~ 


taining and directing its Army and militia. The people 
of this country would not begrudge a yearly expenditure 
which would mean the placing of our fighting strength 
in a condition for national protection. In fact, the 
money noW appropriated would do much more if the 
yilitia were differently organized so that the money 
would not be so scattered, and this, with a comparatively 
small increase, would permit of properly and sufficiently 
organizing the militia of every State; of arranging for 
ts union into national brigades, divisions, corps and 

\rmies; of officering it with men capable of leadership: 
und of providing for the general mobilization. This is 
what every citizen and well-wisher of our land wants to 
see, That we should place our Army and militia on a 
frm and sensible business basis is what the world ex- 
pects from so enlightened a nation. The question of 
mobilization is an important one and requires far more 
than a passing thought. It is worthy of the greatest 
attention from the people, from Congress, from the 
Army and militia, and from the War Department. To 
establish and carry out a plan of mobilization a special 
bureau should be formed. This bureau should be of the 
War Department and there should be at its head an 
ible officer who could administer it as its importance de- 
mands. If Congress will give the organization of the 
1 the consideration it deserves we will see that its 
! istration is of equal magnitude with the adminis- 
tration of the Army or Navy and of no less importance. 

This session of Congress has brought forth many good 
bills for the militia, and by placing the subject more 
fully before both Houses they will make provision for a 
system of mobilization. 

The plan offered by Col. Rice is of great strength and 
merit. He is remarkably well fitted for the labor of or- 
ganization and has given the subject no little thought. 
The plan presented by him is comprehensive and permits 
of great extension. It is applicable to a corps of 30,000 
men or to an Army of a million men; either would be 
raised by the same principle. There are many unexcep- 
tional features in his scheme and one of the most im- 
portant is that every unit greater than a regiment shall 
be composed of troops from different States. It is true 
of military organizations as well as of the world in gen- 
eral that exelusion and lack of contact leads to the = 
petuation of error, inactivity, and inertia of ease; while 
ition generates rivalry, emulation and energy. 
Independent bodies of men are not apt to have much 
esprit de corps, but when thrown in contact with other 
organizations it is quickly excited. As Col. Rice says, 
annihilation of a brigade composed of troops 
from five or six States would not fall as heavily on the 
spirits of the public as it would if that brigade came 
from one State like Delaware or Rhode Island.” 

To raise a force of 50,000 men by taking a regiment 
from each State and 5,000 men from the regular Army 
would be no great tax on any section, but to take that 
mmber from five or six States, simply because they 
were the nearest to the trouble, would be a great injus 
tice and would seriously cripple the trades and profes- 
sions in those States. Were Col. Rice’s plan now oper- 
ative we would be in a condition to place 100,000 in Cuba 
before Spain could send a ship from Cadiz to Havana, 
and no seetion would be much affected. An army of men 
thus assembled would be a fighting force, at once suit- 
ably organized and commanded, that would be equal to 
its task. With present conditions could we land a force 
of 100,000 soldiers (not merely armed men) in Cuba in 
any time less than a month? How much time after 
landing would it take to effect an organization? It is to 
he hoped that all members of the Army and Militia are 
giving the subject of mobilization a proper consideration. 

I have read with much interest Col. Rice’s plan of 
mobilization and the comments thereon. It seems to me 
that one of the many points in its favor overlooked by 
others is the advantage it would have in transportation; 
a large body of troops moved over one line of road 
would naturally cause more interruption to travel and 
avoidable delays than smaller bodies moved from var- 
ious points. Until some one else formulates a_ better 
plan, Col. Rice’s seems to me the most practicable likely 
to be offered. Suppose the critics stop pulling his to 
pieces and work up a better one—giving us a chance to 
see wherein it is better.

THE STATE TROOPS. 
ADJUTANT GENERAL'S REPORT, NEW YORK. 
The annual report of Maj. Gen. E. A. McAlpin, Adjt. 
Gen. of New York, for the year 1895, contains an inter- 
esting account of the Brooklyn trolley strike, which is 
substantially a repetition of what appeared in the “Army 
and Navy Journal” at that time. Brig. Gen. McLeer, 
within whose command the difficulty originated, highly 
commends the behavior of the troops and the conduct of 
the Commissary Department, under Maj. Babcock. Al- 
though the quarters for the troops were very uncom- 
fortable, but few suffered from serious consequences. 
There is a general complaint in the reports of other offi- 
cers of the character of the quarters and of the indif- 
ference shown by the railroad company on whose behalf 
the troops were ordered out, as to their comfort and con- 
venience. Medical service was inadequate, owing to the 
fact that the troops were distributed among twenty-nine 
different posts, aside from the number of outposts. Food 
was excellent, however, and in quantity more than suffi- 
cient. The bill of fare was improved by dainties sent by 
well-disposed citizens. The admirable behavior of en- 
listed men under trying circumstances is dwelt upon as 
an evidence of the fact that we have in the National 
Guard a reliable soldiery to call upon in case of necessity. 
They showed great forbearance under trying circum- 
stances, and excellent discipline, firing only when ordered 
te do so. The reports give numerous instances in which 
crowds of strikers scattered the moment that any demon- 
stration was made against them by the troops. This 
was particularly true in the case of the mounted men 
of Troop A. Maj. Roe says: “The entire troop accepted 
every discomfort without complaint, behaved in a most 
gallant manner and are worthy of the name of true 

If there are any better soldiers, I cannot be too 
praised. They show the greatest judgment, 
and discipline, and patrolled very large

To the coolness and discretion of the officers in com- 
mand Col. Michell, of the 14th Regiment, states, is 
largely due the maintenance of law and order at the 
different stations. On account of lack in cooking facili- 
ties his command was compelled to obtain rations for 
the first two days of service from restaurants. During 
the tour of duty of this command, says Col. Michell, there 
were no demonstrations of violence flagrant enough to 
warrant firing a shot or charging the crowd. The latter 
invariably moved away upon command, A number of 
lew-breakers caught in the act were promptly arrested 
and turned over to the police. At none of the points 
guarded by the 14th Regiment was there any damage 
done to property, excepting the smashing of a sash and 
glass of an office. 

Col. Dowd, of the 12th Regiment, in his report says: 
“Such gatherings as occurred were easily dispersed, and 
no throwing of stones or other missiles of any character 
occurred, with one or two slight exceptions. The ar- 
rangements for quartering the troops were about as bad 
as could possibly have been expected. The first night 
the majority of the companies spent on the street, in ves- 
tibules of houses, or under awnings construeted over the 
sidewalk by grocery stores and other business houses. 
As no one seemed willing to provide shelter, we took the 
matter in our own hands and entered such houses and 
buildings as we thought best suitable for our purposes 
for quarters.” 

Col. Green, of the 71st Regiment, states that it was 
not found necessary to either load the rifles or use the 
bayonets at any time. “The mere presence of the troops 
seemed to be amply sufficient to maintain order. I was 
somewhat surprised at this,” Col. Green says, “for it had 
heen represented to me both officially and unofficially that 
this section of the city in which the regiment was sta- 
tioned was one of the worst in Brooklyn. At no time 
were men sent out individually on the cars, nor was 
there a long line of sentries stretched along the track 
or the streets. 1 endeavored at all times to carry out 
what I conceive to be the function of the National Guard 
in repressing disorder, i. e., to keep the men together in 
compact bodies, ready to move at an instant’s notice to 
the support of the police when they meet - resistance 
which they are unable to overcome, and not to send them 
out individually to perform the duties of policemen.” 

“The uniforms of the men detailed as cooks,” Col. 
Green says, “were practically ruined, and he recommends 
that the State should have four canvas suits as a part 
of the cooking equipment of each company. The Meriam 
packs,” he states, “were entirely satisfactory. The 
grey blankets are said to be far superior to the red blank- 
ets issued in Buffalo in 1892. The uniforms and over- 
coats,” Col. Green states, “were insufficient protection 
against the severe weather.” And in his opinion the 
forage cap is entirely unsuitable for service. Ie recom- 
mends campaign hats as part of the uniform. He fur- 
ther recommends that an extra allowance of $1,000 be 
made for repairign uniforms and replacing the parts 
damaged beyond repair. Referring to the ammunition 
served the troops during the strike, Gen. McLeer says: 
“Seventy grains of powder and a ball weighing 450 
grains make a charge for our rifles far greater than is 
needed for use in case of breach of the peace or riot, 
and it is not only a waste, but is attended with danger 
to the innocent and law-abiding citizen hundreds of 
yards away from the scene of trouble. I would recom- 
mend a reduction, say, to thirty grains of powder to each 
cartridge, and that ammunition of this class be issued 
to the troops for service in case of breach of the peace or 
riot when military aid is called for by the Mayor of a 
city or Sheriff of a county.” 

Among the recommendations contained in the report 
by different officers are the following: Three field cases 
should be available in each regiment instead of two. 
Members of the Hospital Corps should be armed in view 
of the fact that the symbol of the Red Cross is not re- 
spected by hoodlums and rioters. The Medical Depart- 
ment should be organized and uniformed upon a plan 
similar to that of the Regular Army, instead of depend- 
ing upon details for its men. Each medical officer should 
have a field case of surgical instruments, and each regi- 
ment a suitable service medicine chest. The weapons, 
uniforms and cooking utensils of the troops are com- 
mended for their excellence. 

Brig. Gen. Fitzgerald, Ist Brigade, says: “The disci- 
pline, drill and morale of the brigade are excellent, and 
the promptness with which it has responded to every 
call for duty is commendable and indicative of the high 
character of its membership, this opinion being corrobo- 
rated in the strongest manner by the United States in- 
specting officer, whose supervision at the State Camp 
of Instruction was most thorough. The advantages de- 
rived from the biennial service at the State Camp of 
Instruction are so manifest that it is recommended that 
such tours of duty be made annually, but without re- 
duction of the time assigned to each organization.” 


DIVISION FORMATION, NEW YORK GUARD. 


Nothing seems to be known definitely as to the rumors 
concerning the formation of the National Guard of New 
York into a division, It is the general opinion that no 
xood would result from such a move. It would, it is 
argued, simply establish another headquarters, with no 
power—more expense to the State—in fact, another cir- 
cumlocution office, a mere showstand that would only 
delay business. All who would see the Guard composed 
of soldiers instead of fussy and feathered civilians should 
oppose the rumored movement. Under the present law 
no power can be given the Division Commander. He 
cannot authorize the expenditure of a cent, unless the 
Adjutant General, who by law is auditor of all military 
accounts, approves first. It might be well to have a 
Division Commander, if he could also perform the duties 
of Adjutant General. Under Par. 52 of the Code it 
would be impossible for the present Governor to appoint 
a Major General, as the section referred to provides 
that such appointment must be made with the consent of 
the Senate. The Governor's term expiring the end of 
the present year, before the Senate meets, this confirma- 
tion could not be obtained. Section 12 gives the Governor 
full power in the event of a reorganization to appoint 
such officers as he may deem necessary, and Section 
10 of the Code gives the Governor full power to alter, 
divide, annex, consolidate, disband, or reorganize and 
create hew organizations whenever his judgment so dic- 
tutes. The matter in any case deserves very serious 
consideration, and even granting disadvantages in hav- 
ing #& permanent head to the Guard the advantages 
would be lost unless an officer possessing the necessary 
qualifications for such office was appointed. 


TROOP C, NEW YORK —CAPT, CLAYTON. 

The first annual inspection and muster of Troop ©, of 
New York, Capt. Clayton, was held at Prospect Park, 
Brooklyn, on the afternoon of Saturday, June 13, and 
an excellent showing was made. The ceremonies of the 
day began with a review before Inspr. Gen. MeLewee 
and his assistants, Col. Greene and Maj. Lee, in which 
the troop made a handsome showing. Following the 
review came the inspection and muster. The result of 
the muster was that the entire membership of ninety- 
three officers and men were present, although one or two 
members were present sick and unable to perform duty. 
A mounted drill closing with a charge was the conclud- 
ing event, in which the troopers showed up to particular 
advantage. The horse of one trooper mnaneed to break 
away, but was finally caught by Lieut. Tuttle. The 
troop, which has only been in existence some six months, 
deserves great credit for its showing. 


MASSACHUSETTS. 


The camp of the Ist Brigade of Massachusetts, Gen. 
Bridge's, was held at South Framingham from June 9 
to 13 inclusive. The commands in camp were the Signal 
Corps, Ambulance Detachment, Troop F, 1st Battn. of 
Art., 2d Inf., and 6th Inf., the total present the first day 
being 1,764 officers and men; on the second day the 
strength increased to 1,786. The first two days, as far 
as the weather was concerned, was considerable of a 
disappointment, for frequent rains interfered with the 
regular routine. Advantage was taken quickly, how- 
ever, of any break in the storm, and the cavalry, artillery 
and infantry, and Ambulance and Signal Corps each man- 
aged to put in some good work. June 11 proved a perfect 
day. The artillery, in the morning, were drilled under com- 
mand of Capt. Schenck, U. S. A.; the 2d and 6th Regts. 
drilled by battalion under their respective Majors, and 
the Cavalry under Capt. Shaw. In the afternoon all the 
commands were again out for drill, the 2d Regt. under 
Col. Clarke drilling in extended order and the throwing 
up of hasty entrenchments. Evening parade finished the 
ceremonies daily. The band concerts at the various 
headquarters were most enjoyable, and were listened to 
by a large crowd of visitors. On the afternoon ef June 
12 Gov. Wolcott reviewed the brigade. In the passage 
the step was short, which was the fault of the band of 
the 2d Inf., which led the column. With this exception 
the troops passed in very creditable shape. The strength 
of the brigade on June 12, had increased to 1,829 officers 
and men. The camp closed on June 13, after a very suc- 
cessful week. The health of the camp was perfect and 
it was carefully policed. The camp was an extremely 
quiet one and lights were promptly pattrout The disci- 
pline was remarkably good. The sent * and outposts’ 
duty, and, in fact, all camp work, was promptly and in- 
telligently performed. Military courtesy was good. 

It was a week of vigorous and earnest work. Lieut. 
Col. J. Kline, 9th U. S. Inf,, detailed by the War De- 
partment, was on the ground during the entire tour, and 
his report will be awaited with interest. 

Massachusetts supports three troops of cavalry, the 
most noted of which is Troop A, Ist Battn. Cav., at- 
tached to the 2d Brigade, M. V. M. This troop, known 
throughout the United States as the National Lancers, 
celebrated the fifty-ninth anniversary of its organization 
on Monday, June 15, by a parade, followed by a ban- 
quet at Faneuil Hall. The chief guest of the occasion 
was Gen. Nelson A. Miles, who was introduced by 
Capt. Jones, to respond to the first toast. “The United 
States of America.” After alluding to the effect upon 
himself of words of patriotism delivered from the same 
platform, he congratulated the company upon their 
condition and efficiency. He also commented upon 
the enterprise of Boston in sending in the near future 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
op a visit to Great Britain. At the close of 
his remarks the entire company rose and gave him three 
cheers. Surg. Gen. Blood responded for the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, in the absence of the Goy- 
ernor, The occasion was particularly successful, and to

PENNSYLVANIA. 

Maj. Gen. Snowden, of Pennsylvania, in G. O. under 
date of June 8 says: “Sham battles so called are hurtful 
to discipline, teach false notions of war, and are often 
attended by accidents. They are forbidden. Operations 
wherein opposing forces are liable to come in contact 
will be conducted by the brigade commander in person or 
under his direct supervision. Competitive drills have not 
been regarded with favor by commanding officers, 
and have seldom been participated in by organizations of 
the Guard. They are demoralizing, productive of dis- 
satisfaction and complaint, and Jead to undue attention 
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to minor matters to the neglect of those which are more 
important. The several commands of the division will 
in the future take no part in them. Individual feats and 
skill of horsemanship and athletic exercises of all kinds 
will be encouraged.” Gen. Snowden directs in future that 
“regimental colors will not be used to designate head- 
quarters of regiments or separate battalions or for other 
purposes than those mentioned in paragraph 219, Army 
Regulations. Such headquarters will be designated by 
the camp colors described in paragraph 225, Army Regu- 
lations. Hereafter in all encampments the closing air of 
all concerts by the bands at headquarters of the division 
and of subordinate commands will be “The Star-Spangled 
Banner,’ during the playing of which all persons present 
shall rise and stand uncovered.” It is officially an- 
nounced that the division camp to be held at Lewistown 
from July 18 to 25 will be known as “Camp John Gib- 
bon.” Camping parties from each organization will be 
detailed to lay out the camp, erect tents, etc., and will 
report at Lewistown on the morning of July 16. The 
camp will be formally opened on the morning of July 18 
at 9 o'clock.

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NEW SYSTEM OF LEVEE BUILDING 

A despatch from New Orleans, June 14, says: “Lieut. 
Roche, U. S. E. C., who was in charge of the levee dis- 
trict below New Orleans, has been trying a plan of 
building levees with a hydraulic pump at a point sixty 
miles below the city. It the experiment is the complete 
success that is claimed for it, it would reduce the cost 
of levee construction to a minimum, and save the peo- 
ple of the lower Mississippi Valley hundreds of thousands 
»f dollars annually. The old system was objectionable, 
yot only because it cost a great deal, although it has 
fallen 75 per cent. in cost during the last ten years, but 
also because the levee, being made of dirt an not of 
pounded down—this has been found impracticable—is 
not compact or solid enough, and yields readily to the 
pressure of the river. Lieut Roche tried the system of 
juilding a levee by pumping the mud and water from 
the Mississippi behind planking, having its leaks stopped 
with willows. He now announces that it is a success. 
Levees can undoubtedly by built in this way, for there 
is the Plaquemines levee to show for it, and can be built 
mere quickly, It is more solid and substantial than the 
levees built by hand, the soil being so compact that the 
crayfish, the bane of the Louisiana planters, *cannot 
penetrate it, and this alone, Lieut. Roche thinks, will 
make the mud levees extremely popular. The matter 
of cost is not thoroughly satisfactory as yet. The new 
pump-built levee costs about the same as one constructed 
with scrapers or wheelbarrows, but this is attributed to 
the fact that the Ram was not intended for levee build- 
ing, but for dredging. A much cheaper boat can be built 
which will do the levee work far more satisfactorily and 
will reduce the cost one-half. When this is done the 
levee-building machine will do all the levee work along 
the Mississippi, and get rid of the thousands of laborers 
and convicts who now do the work.
